LOMBARD RESCUES HIS PARTNER.

MEXICAN OFFICER, 


Condemned to Be Shot fer Killing His 
Superior Officer, He Marches to the 
Place of Execution Like a General 
at the Head of a Conduerint Army— 
Refuses to Be Blindfolded and 
Meets Death with a Smile on His 


Lips. 


City of Mexico, Sept. 18&—([Special.j— 
Captain Cota of the Twelfth Infantry was 
some time since condemned to death for 
insubordination for the killing of a Major 
of his regiment in Sonora during the Yaqui 
rebellion. This morning he was shot in this 
capital, a little after 6 o'clock. Detach- 
ments from all the garrisons were present, 
about 1,500 men being drawn up on three 
sides of the square. By 6:45 all was ready 
and a carriage containing Captain Cota and 
three friends, guarded by soldiers, drew 
up. At the further end of the square, op- 
posite the eastern mound, in front of which 
the execution was to take place, the coach 
stopped and the condemned man alighted. 
He was immediately conducted to the place 
of execution by a picket of infantry. 

They advanced to the fatal spot at a quick 
step, and among them were none who walked 
with a more martial step than Captain ‘ota. 


«His nerve was inuomitable and his courage 


superb. No officer at a royal review, march- 
ing at the head of his men and passing the 
* eng post, could have carried a more 
rtial bearing than did this man as he 
went forth to meet his death. His appeai- 
ance was trim and clean, even to fastidious- 
ness. 
As he advanced down the lerigth of the 
square, a distance of at least 100 yards, he 
was quietly puffing at a cigaret, and when 
the squad halted he walked deliberately to 
the position assigned to him. 

Not even there did his courage forsake 
him, for when the officer strode toward him, 
bandage in hand, with the intention of blind- 
folding him, Captain Cota at once motioned 
him away, declaring that he was not afraid 
to face the rifles with his eyes open.

Stanton Tells of the Case. 

“Nelson formed his plans for the at- 
tempted burglary Friday afternoon,” said 
Lieutenant Stanton in explaining the cuse.

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Not even as the officer in charge of the 
firing party took his place and with his 
sword motioned the orders to the men, 
“Ready, present, fire!“ not even during 
this trying. period was there the least trace 
of fear on the face of the condemned man. 
He faced the guns at the attention 
and fell as becomes a soldier. At the first 
discharge he dropped dead. There was no 
movement of the body as it lay bleeding 
en the ground. Where it fell it lay until 
the coup de grace was finally given by 
the sergeant of the squad io the prostrate 
form. 

The calm and splendid. courage displayed 
by the youthful murderer—he was only 25— 
caused the crowd to forget his crime and 
look upon him more in the light of a hero. 
On all sides could be heard the generous 
remarks of the spectators, among whom 
were not a few of the English-speaking 
colony. 

Hardly had the last shot been fired when 


the order Eyes right was given, so as 
to. compel the men to witness the fate in 
store for those guilty of insubordination. 
As soon as the soldiers had witnessed the 
ghastly spectacle a few of the public were 
allowed to see the remains. Blood had 
flowed from several wounds in the chest, 
and also from the mouth and from the 
wound in the temple given by the sergeant’s 
coup de grace. Otherwise the face, al- 
though a little pale, looked perfectly natu- 
ral. 

To those present the most awe-inspiring 
part of the execution was the short period 
occupied in its enactment. The condemned 
man arrived on‘the scene about two minutes 
to 6 o’clock. By the time the clocks were 
striking the hour he was standing facing 
the firing party. By three minutes past that 
hour the coup de grace had been given, 
and all that remained of Captain Cota was 
an inanimate form clothed in the regimen- 
tals of the Twelfth Regiment of the Re- 
public of Mexico. 

Shortly after noon yesterday the Captain 
was notified that his appeal had been refused 
by the President, and immediately after he 
would be placed in the capilla to prepare 
for his doom at daybreak this morning. The 
condemned man had been confined in the 
military prison of San Diego, and it was 
there that he received notice of his impend- 
ing fate.

William Faversham Cries When He 
Learns That Woodcote Balsamo 
Dies in a Baggage Car. 


This is the story of an actor and his dog. 
The tragedy, now made public for the first 
time, will cause grief among dog fanciers 
and matinée girls impartially. 

The actor is William Faversham, the Gil 
de Berault of the Empire Theater company’s 
** Under the Red Robe,“ now playing at Hoo- 


jley's, while the dog is Woodcote Balsamo, 


No. 45,062, American Kennel club, and the 
best bull-terrier that ever came to these 
shores from England. But Woodcote Bal- 
samo, nicknamed by Mrs. Faversham and 
her husband Turk,” is now dead, owing to 
what Mr. Faversham and his wife declare 
to be the criminal carelessness of employés 
of the American Express company. 

The dog Turk, he says, which was shipped 
from New York on Monday, arrived in this 
city dead. He was sent in a crate, open in 
front except for slats, and holes were bored 
in the other sides. 

Mr. Faversham said last * after 
the performance that it was true he had 
suffered a great loss when Woodcote Bal- 
samo passed away. 

„My heart is broken,” said Mr. Faver- 
sham. “ The express companies ought to 
be bitterly roasted for the inhuman manner 
in which they treat dogs. There was no 
reason why Woodcote Balsamo should have 
expired so eariy in his career. He was 
preperly packed and there were plenty of 
air holes in the box. But baggage was un- 
doubtedly packed all around him, and he 
was thus painfully allowed to breathe his 
last.“

Duchess of Marlborough Gives 
Birth to a Boy. 


IS A MARQUIS ALRFADY. 


Succeeds to His Father’s Second 
Title at Once. 


HAS OTHER HONORS IN STORE 


Sketch of Ancient Dukedom to Which 
He Is Heir. 


MOTHER AND CHILD DOING WELL. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 

London, Sept. 18.— [Copyright, 1897, by W. 
R. Hearst.]—Consuelo, Duchess of Marl- 
borough, has a son. This great-great-grand- 
son of Commodore Vanderbilt was born this 
morning at Spencer house, St. James, the 
residence of Lord Spencer, which the Duke 
of Marlborough rented for this special pur- 
pose, so that the Duchess might be within 
reach of the best practical medical skill in 
England. 

Immediately upon the birth of the boy, 
who is now the Marquis of Blandford and 
heir to the Dukedom of Marlborough, dis- 
patches were sent by the Duke of Marl- 
borough to the Prince of Wales and about 
fifty members of the peerage. 

I have just come from Spencer house. 
Messenger boys with telegrams of congratu- 
lations from members of the nobility are 
arriving there every few minutes. These 
dispatches are being opened by the Duke of 
Marlborough and Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont, 
mother of the Duchess. 

The Duchess and her lfttle baby son are 
both doing well. Such et the dispatches as 
arrive at Spencer ho rom distinguished 
members of the nobi or from intimate 
friends are read to the mother. The Prince 
of Wales has sent his congratulations upon 
the birth of the heir to one of the greatest 
Dukedoms in the United Kingdom. 


No Pablic Announcement. 

In many London clubs the birth of the 
Marquis of Blandford became known late 
this afternoon, but as the London daily 
newspapers do not publish Sunday edi- 
tions no public announcement of this im- 
portant event will be made to the British 
public before Monday, when the Duke of 
Marlborough will insert advertisements an- 
nouncing the fact in the leading London 
journals. None of the afternoon papers of 
today contain any reference to the Duchess 
of Marlborough or the fact that she might 
soon have an heir. The news at this writ- 
ing is confined to members of the Mari- 
borough club and other aristocratic organi- 
zations who are in close touch with the 
upper peerage. 

Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont arrived on the 
Cunard steamer Lucania, from New York, 
a week ago today. She came with her hus- 
band for the special purpose of being pres- 
ent when the child of her daughter, Duchess 
of Marlborough, should be born. The birth 
was not expected to take place for at least 
a week. Mrs. Belmont arrived in London 
a week ago today, and immediately drove to 
Spencer house. 


"why House Was Rented, 

This is a large, gloomy structure close to 
St. James’ Palace, but a few steps from 
Marlborough House, the town residence of 
the Prince of Wales. It is in the very r 
of aristocratic London. It was rented fur- 
nished from Lord Spencer, because the 
Marlborough family for several generations 
have been too poor to afford a big town 
house commensurate with their rank. 

When the Duke and Duchess moved into 
Spencer house five weeks ago they took with 
them about a dozen servants from Blenheim 
Palace, Woodstock, the splendid residence 
presented to the first Duke of Marlborough 
by Parliament. At Spencer house they have 
been living very quietly, receiving no com- 
pany, the Duchess being under the constant 
care of her medical advisers. Her last pub- 
lic appearance was two weeks ago today, 
when she drove in St. James’ Park. 

The Duke of Marlborough has been con- 
stantly about the house except on Tuesday 
of this week, when he went to Blenheim to 
open the fortieth annual show of the Wood- 
stock Agricultural and Horticultural so- 
clety. He immediately returned to London, 
though this is the season of year when all 
the great families are in the country. 


Special Room for Mrs. Belmont. 

A special room had been set apart at Spen- 
cer House for Mrs. O. H. P. Belmont. This 
room she has occupied during the week since 
her arrivalin London. Her husband, Oliver 
Belmont, is stopping at the liotel Berkeley. 

The father of the Duchess of Mariborough, 
W. K. Vanderbilt, is also on this side, having 
come across for the same purpose us his 
former wife, to be close by when his daugh- 
ter’s child should be born. Mr. Vanderbuit 
came over from Paris and stopped at the 
Savoy Hotel this week. He remained in 
London three days. During this time he made 
frequent and long calls at the Spencer 
House, spending several huurs with the 
Duchess of Mariborough. As Mrs. Belmont 
was living in the house, it was impossibie 
that he should avoid meeting her. It is said 
by friends of the family that these mectings 
were of the most friendly nature, and that 
no antagonism exists between the two. Mr. 
Vanderbilt returned to Paris yesterday, not 
expecting that the birth of his daughter's 
child would take place so soon. The fact 
that a son had been born was telegraphed 

this morning. He sent his congratula- 
tions today, and is now hurrying over from 
the French capital to become a visitor ut the 
Spencer House. | 

Meanwhile it is significant that Mrs. Bei- 
mont is to leave there late tonight to join 
her husband. She will leave London for 
Paris next Tuesday, which is taken as an in- 
dication that the Duchess of Marlborough is 
out of danger. 

Weighs Eight and One-Half Pounds.

Both of these 
sent congratulations to the Duke tonight. 

Mrs. Oliver Belmont is so convinced of the 
safety of her daughter that she has left 
Spencer House to join her husband, and both 
Drs.

and a half the Spaniards had been unable 
to or capture any considerable 
body of the insurgents. General Lee showed 
conclusively that the Spaniards today,in- 
stead of conducting an aggressive warfare, 
were in reality prisoners in the fortified 
towns or behind their own military lines. 
The President was further informed that 
during each rainy season military opera- 
tions were practically impossible, while at 
the same time the insurgents employed 
these practical armistices to add to their 
stock of arms and munitions of war. 


Cannot Capture Havana. 


General Lee did, on the other hand, ex- 
press the opinion that the insurgents could 
not capture Havana or any of the large 
towns, as they were without heavy artil- 
lery and had only a limited supply of small 
arms and ammunition. He did say, how- 
ever, that they could not be defeated 80 
long as they pursued their present wise 
tactics of avoiding general engagements. 

On the political questions involved the 
Consul General was quite as explicit as on 
the military issues. When asked by the 
President if the insurgent leaders would 
be inclined to accept the fullest measure 
of autonomy guaranteed by the United 
States he expressed grave doubts. He 
showed that similar promises had been 
made to end the ten years’ war and broken. 
The revolutionists, he said, are fighting to 
be rid of Spain entirely and probably would 
insist on independence. 

As to their being willing to buy their in- 
dependence he was more hopeful. They 
would say at first that they did not pro- 
pose to buy what they have already 
achieved, but they know that they cannot 
capture Havana or Matanzas without out- 
side help and hence might be willing to offer 
an indemnity payable out of the future rev- 
enues of the island. 

General Lee devoted the most time to the 
military and political situation, but also 
gave a report of the effect of Weyler’s or- 
ders concentrating the pacificos in the 
towns.

Miss Consuelo Vanderbilt was married to 
Charles Richard John Spencer Churchill, 
ninth Duke af Marlborough, at St. Thomas 
Church, New York, Nov. 6. 1805, after having 
been publicly engaged since Sept. 20 of the 
same year. The wedding breakfast was 
given at the new residence of Mr. Vander- 
bilt, Seventy-second street and Fifth ave- 
nue, and the ceremonies throughout eclipsed 
in grandeur any similar function ever wit- 
nessed in New York. The first portion of 
the honeymoon was spent at Idle House, the 
residence of the Vanderbilts at Oakdale, 
Long Island. The young couple afterward 
went to the Duke’s ancestral residence, 
Blenheim Palace, in England, There they 
entertained the Prince and Princess of 
Wales during November, 1896, and on the 
14th of May last the young Duke and Duch- 
ess of Marlborough were the personal guests 
of Queen Victoria at Windsor. 

The Dukedom of Marlborough is not one 
of the earlier creations, and is more dis- 
tinguished by reason of the character of the 
holders than by right of blood. The founder 
of the family fortunes was John Churchill, 
the first and greatest Duke of Marlborough. 
He was raised to the English peerage with 
the title of Baron Churchill of Sandridge by 
James II., and for his services in helping 
William III. of Orange to the thronc he was 
made an Earl. 


Battle of Blenheim. 


The apogee of the Marlborough fortunes 
was reached after the great campaign in 
France, which culminated in the battle of 
Blenheim, August, 1704, when Marlborough 
was stamped as the greatest general of the 
age. Parliament bestowed upon him the 
estate of Woodstock, and Queen Anne caused 
Blenheim Park to be built for him. Two 
years before she had raised him to a Duke- 
dom. 

The title held by his father for Consuelo 
Vanderbilt's son only dates back as far as 
1702. 5 

The present Duke is the son ot the eighth 
Duke's first marriage to Lady Alberta 
Frances Annie Hamilton, a daughter of the 
Duke of Abercorn, from whom the Duke 
was divorced, and afterward married Mrs. 
Lillie Hamersiey, an American widow, 
who has since married Lord William Beres- 
ford. i 

Blenheim Palace is one of the most beauti- 
ful residences in England, situated in the 
midst of a magnificent park 8,000 acres in 
extent.

London, Sept. 18.—At last an official end 
has been put to the Greece-Turkish war, 
which really terminated some fifteen weeks 
ago, by the Sultan this afternoon attaching 
his signature to the terms of peace, which 
took the Ambassadors of the powers more 
than twice as long to arrange as the actual 
hostilities lasted. At present the result of 
the struggle is a military victory for the Sul- 
tan over Greece, and a diplomatic victory 
for Germany over England, Lord Salisbury’s 
belated stand in behalf of Greece having 
ended in submission to Germany’s demands 
in behalf of her holders of Greek bonds. 

The Sultan, too, hopes and intends to gain 

a reward for this afternoon's act of com- 
plaisance in the shape of concessions in the 
matter of Crete. This he plainly showed 
in an interview yesterday with Sig. Pansa, 
the Italian Ambassador at Constantinople, 
when he said that in return for Turkey’s 
yielding in the matter of peace he expected 
that the powers would show leniency con- 
cerning Crete. To Sig. Pansa’s surprised 
remark that the autonomy of Crete, to 
which Turkey had consented, had already 
been agreed upon, the Sultan replied with 
a gesture expressing we shall see.“

OSCAR’S SILVER ANNIVERSARY. 


Viee Consul J. n. Lindgren Presides 
at the Auditorium Meeting and 
Makes a Speech—Dr. J. A. Enander 

| Delivers an Address on “The King” 
Furs. Emmy Evald and Others 
Talk—Tableaux Given—Cablegram 
Sent to His Majesty. 


Twenty-five years ago yesterday King Os- 
car II. ascended the throne of Sweden, and 
last night 2,000 former subjects of the Swe- 
dish monarch gathered in the Auditorium 
to do him honor on the day of his silver an- 
niversary. That he might know they had 
not forgotten their fatherland and its King 
the foliowing cable greeting was sent, after 
being read from the Stage amid great ap- 
plause: 

Chicago, Sept. 17. 1897.—His M ty. Ki 
Oscar, Stockholm, Sweden: The — x — 
loans of Chicago offer their hearty tulations 
upon the completion of twenty-five years of your 
Majesty's successful reign. 
low J. R. LINDGREN, Vice Consul. 
At the Swedish Glee club a banquet was 
held in honor of the event and as 
greeting sent the King. 


' Lindgren Opens the Program. 

At the Auditorium there was a long pro- 
gram of speeches, music, and tableaux illus- 
trating poems from the pen of the King 
himself. Swedish Consul J. R. Lindgren 
presided and opened the program with a 
short address. He said those present had 
gathered to celebrate an anniversary of 
the reign of the greatest monarch, in a 
sense, of the present time. 

We Swedish-Americans,” he continued, 
“have most of us lived under this monarch 
and enjoyed some part of the results of 
the progress of Sweden during his reign. 
Although we may never go back our 
thoughts are constantly wandering towards 
the land far across the seas, the memory 
of which will forever linger with us, and 
to him in whose honor we have gathered 
tonight. We have assembled to not only 
honor the King, but also the poet, scholar, 
and author. We are also honoring a lover 
of humanity—one who has made his anni- 
versary the occasion for endowing a hos- 
pital for the sick among his people.“ 

A tableau, picturing in living figures the 
front page designs of two elaborate albums 
containing addresses from Chicago Swedes 
to the King, followed Mr. Lindgren’s ad- 
dress. It consisted of two groups, the one 
representing Svea, the goddess of Sweden, 
and the Swedish lion and American eagle, 
with flags and shields, surrounding a bust 
of Oscar; the other a similar group about a 
life-size bust of Queen Sophia. ö 


Enmander on “The King.” 


Dr. John A, Enander, editor of Hemlandet, 
delivered the address of the evening, his 
subject being The King.“ 

“ This assemblage of thousands,” said Dr. 
Enander, to honor a King on an anni- 
versary means something more than the 
gathering of a people to honor a former 
ruler. It means that the character and per- 
sonal worth of this ruler as a man is shown 
by a gathering such as this. While a host 
of people may gather to honor a former 
ruler, you will agree with me that we are at 
the same time doing honor to the old world’s 
most scholarly monarch, also the noblest. 
King Oscar’s statesmanship, and his clear- 
sightedness in diplomatic affairs have been 
more than ever exemplified the last year. 
Were it not for his level head in affairs of 
state in our fatherland many a victory 
would be a defeat. 

During his reign the Swedes and Sweden 
have become a great power. What was 
Poor Sweden is now a country of slumber- 
ing millions. With this material progress 
has also kept step the intellectual. King 
Oscar is a diplomat, not a warrior. No 
blocd of war stains his reign. In our home 
country he is not only respected as a King, 
but as the most eminent man in his do- 
mains. He is the man of science and genius. 
He has sung of the navy as has no other 
bard. He bears the banner of idealism high- 
er than any other man. The wreath of flow- 
ers placed upon his head throughout his 
land and wherever his people may be by the 
humanity which he loves so well shines 
brighter than the crown he wears as mon- 
arch. His endowment of a hospital custing 
millions is alone worth a jubilee festival as 
big as this on the occasion of his twenty- 
fifth anniversary of accession to the throne. 

“It is not only respect for a monarch 
which brings us together here tonight, but 
a deep thankfulness to him for his deeds as 
aman. He rules the happiest people in the 
world.” : 

The Luther” League Chorus, 200 strong, 
sang Hor Oss, Svea.“ This was followed 
by the address of Mrs. Emmy Evald on 
“The Swedish and Swedish-American 
Woman’s Work and Worth.” 

Mrs. Evald Lauds Swedish Women. 


Mrs. Evald said this was woman’s era, and 
held up as a beautiful example of what 
woman should be the Queen of Sweden, 
Sophia. She dwelt upon the Queen's many 
charities, maintained from her own funds, 
and her wide field of philanthropy. As ex- 
amples of Swedish women who have made 
their worth known to the world she men- 
tioned Frederica Bremer, Jenny Lind, Chris- 
tina Nilsson, and Amalia Lindgren. Queen 
Sophia, she said, was the personification of 
all that is noble in woman. 

The Swedish Ladies’ Quartet sang Lin- 
nean,“ and then there were two more 
tableaux illustrating King Oscar’s work asa 
poet. These were “Seaman and Lands- 
man,“ a dialogue between a jack tar and a 
landsman, in which each lauds the beauties 
of his selected home.

ADDRESS TO THE PUBLIC. 


Action of the Citizens’ Union Se- 
| verely Condemned. 


TALK OF PARTY LEADERS. 


New York, Sept. 18.—[Special.]—When the 
Republican State committee met today 
Judge William J. Wallace of Albany was 
nominated unanimously for the place of 
Chief Judge of the Court of Appeals. The 
meeting was held in the Fifth Avenue Hotel. 
Judge Wallace was placed in nomination 
before the committee, which was acting asa 
State convention, by William Barnes Jr. of 
Albahy, and the nomination was seconded 
by Chauncey M. Depew and Francis Hen- 
éricks. No other candidate was presented. 

On motion of Senator Hobart Krum a sub- 
committee of five was appointed to prepare 
the address to the voters of the State. Chair- 
man Hackett named as the members of this 
committee Hobart Krum, Henry Abell, 
Clarence W. Meade, William Barnes Jr., and 
John F. Parkhurst. The committee re- 
turned with an address of about 3,000 words, 
the principal points of which were: 

First, the reaffirmation of the St. Louls 
platform; second, the approval of the State 
and national administrations, with particu- 
lar commendation for Governor Black’s ad- 
ministration; third, an approval of the 
Raines liquor tax law; fourth, unqualified 
approval of the action of the Republican 
County committee of this county on Thurs- 
day last, when it declared in favor of the 
nomination of a straight Republican ticket; 
fifth, a strong declaration in favor of par- 
tisanship in politics.“ 

The reference to the action of the Citizens’ 
union is very pointed and severe. That part 
of the address says: 


Ceudemn the Citizens’ Union. 


The Republicans of the whole State con- 
demn the work of the so-called Citizens’ 


elections and in a national election as well 
have succceded within the territory of the 
new city in defeating the Democratic party.

BUNDAY’S FUNERAL COMPLETED. 


Service to Be Private and Interment 
at Oakwoeoeds—-Young Wife of the 
Suicide Not Invited to Be Present 
Sensational Developments May 
Come—F riends of Family Still Reti- 
cent Over the Affair and Many Want 
No More Notoriety. 


Arrangements for the funeral of George 
J. Bunday, whose honeymoon came to such 
a tragic ending in Milwaukee on Thursday, 
were completed yesterday. The services 
will be held from the home of the parents, 
8858 Calumet avenue, on Monday at 2 p. m., 
the Rt.-Rev. Charles Edward Cheney offi- 
clating. Interment will be at Oakwoods. 
The palibearers will be Cyrus W. George, 
Mitchell Follansbee, Samuel Adams, Mac- 
lay Hoyne, Charles H. Scott, and E. C. 
Wetten. The services will be private, only 
the most intimate friends of the family 
and close relatives being requested to at- 
tend. 

As far as is known the suicide’s bride ef 
two days is not to be among those invited, 
nor was she, up to a late hour last night, 
notified by her husband’s family of the ar- 
rangements. : 

At the Bunday residence last evening it 
was stated that no word had been received 
during the day from Milwaukee as to the 
young widow's condition nor had any in- 
quiry been made to that end. 


Sensational Developments Possible. 

The friends of the Bunday family are ex- 
tremely reticent, and aside from giving the 
mere outlines of the funeral arrangements 
decline to discuss the tragedy further than 
to intimate that the near future may have 
some sensational developments in store. 

On the other hand, the friends of the wife, 
who was Miss Blanche Warren a short week 
ago, and who is now the apparently neglect- 
ed widow of a wealthy suicide, say she has 
been treated unkindly. 

Dr: J. W. Streator, at whose private hos- 
pital, 2646 Calumet avenue, Miss Warren 
was employed as a nurse until a few weeks 
prior to her elopement with young Bunday, 
has frequently communicated with Milwau- 
kee and has kept himself posted as to the 
young woman’sé condition. The reports re- 
ceived are to the effect that she has almost 
completely recovered from the effects of the 
poison, but that her condition was still se- 
rious. 

Blanche was one of the most perfect 
young women in the world,“ said Dr. Street- 
er, and she has always a home with us. 
She has many friends, and I did not sup- 
pose she had an enemy in the world. I 
feel as much sorrow because of her afflic- 
tion and troubles as if she were one of my 
own. I have informed her that she is wel- 
come to my home and I hape she will avail 
herself of my offer.“ 

The nurses in the hospital claim that Miss 
Warren did all in her power to avoid meet- 
ing young Bunday when she first arrived 
in the city several months ago, and that 
even after having met him by accident she 
is said to have made several efforts to dis- 
courage his attentions. 

Blanche told us that the Bunday family 
were opposed to her and as she was natur- 
ally proud she did all in her power to avoid 
the storm that she knew must come if young 
Bunday was known to be paying her at- 
tentions again after having been compelled 
to give her up two years before,“ said one 
of the nurses. ‘“‘ We all know just how 
she felt, but Mr. Bunday was most per- 
sistent and finally she was won over from 
her resolve 8 break off the old attachment.“ 


Tragedy Freely Discussed. 


Among the many friends of the Bunday 
family the tragedy was the main topic of 
conversation yesterday. All manner of 
theories were broached as to the possible 
causes that led up to the suicide, but none 
were considered sufficiently satisfactory, 
and a statement from the Bunday family 
was anxiously expected. 

Brief notes, signed by a close friend of the 
Bunday family, were received by several of 
the suicide’s intimate friends yesterday, in 
which the request was made that efforts 
be made to prevent any further notoriety 
being given the affair. Besides the brief hint 
that the friends of young Bunday should not 
talk for publication, the notes gave no other 
information. 

George Bunday was a typical young 
American, generous and honest to a fault,“ 
said a member of the law firm of Walker & 
Eddy, with which firm young Bunday was 
connected, and the whole affair is most 
puzzling. He made no confidants in his love 
affairs, and we were all too much surprised 
and shocked when we heard the news to 
even believe it could be true. George was 
not addicted to the use of morphine, at 
least he did not appear to be a victim of the 
habit, for a bigger, healthier, or more active 
fellow could not be found.”’ 


ORGANIZE TO FIGHT BOWEN. 


Six Hundred Employes of the Chicago 
City Railway Company Form 
a New Union. 


Six hundred employés of the Chicago City 
railway company met last night at Coffey’s 
Hall, Sixty-third and Halsted streets, and 
took preliminary steps for the formation of 
a union, which, it is supposed, will fight 
Superintendent Bowen in his alleged at- 
tempt to cut down wages. It is said that a 
charter will be applied for from the Amal- 
gamated Association of Street Railway Em- 
ployés, thus. giving that organization the 
first hold in Chicago which it has had for ten 
years. The name of the local association 
will probably be called the Mutual Benefit 
Association of South Side Street Railway 
Employés.”’ 

It is generally understood that the South 
Side employés will wage war to the finish 
with Superintendent Bowen. Most of them 
say that while they recognize the fight will 
be almost hopeless they are determined not 
to allow Bowen to get the credit of making 

big reduction of wages without making 
thouble for the company. 

„ The trouble is just this,“ said a con- 

uctor last night. ‘‘ Last January Bowen 
was vested with the title of general man- 
ager instead of superintendent. I suppose 
he promised great things when he got this 
title, but he will not earn his spurs at our 
expense without having considerable trou- 
ble. He broke up our old union by intro- 
ducing the A. P. A. dispute, and we allowed 
it to go on his promise that he would treat 
us fairly. But as soon as he saw that we

wages. We were made to sign petitions for 
the Allen bill when every man in the em- 
ploy of the company knew he was cutting 
his own throat and hated himself for doing 
it; we were compelled to bawi at the City 
Council to keep the four-cent fare ordinance 
from going through, and after it all we are 
told. that. we will have to submit to a cut. 
But we will fool Mr. Bowen. When he 
brings this about he will find an expense 
bill of many thousand dollars added to his 
credit, for he will have the biggest strike 
he ever heard of.“

QUARANTINE IS IN FORCE. 


Dr. Guiteras Is Ordered to Come 
to Illinois. 


PEST SURE TO BE CHECKED. 


Springfield, III., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—Dr. 
A. H. Mann has returned from Cairo, where 
he has been for the last ten days engaged in 
the inspection of yellow fever suspects, as 
ordered by the State Board of Health. Dr. 
Mann returns much fatigued by the heat 
and labor at Cairo. 9 

He had this to say regarding the inspec- 
tion now in progress there: The action of 
the board has been limited to a supervision 
of passengers arriving by raflroad and 
steamers. Persons having in their posses- 
sion a certificate of health from the author- 
ities in the communities from which they 
came were not detained. Up to the time of 
my departure there was not a single deten- 
tion or an interruption of traffic in any 
manner. 

So great was the apprehension at Cairo 
that I have no doubt if the State board had 
not taken the prompt action which it did 
there would have been established a rigid 
or what is known as a shotgun quarantine 
with all the barbarities incident to the pro- 
cedure.”’ 

Timely Action Taken. 

The doctor also stated that it was clearly 
to be seen that the action of the board, in- 
stead of being detrimental to the interests 
of the State, had in reality been a protection. 
Accurate and exact knowledge of the state 
of health of the refugees had been obtained 
by the commission and the possibility of 
false rumors had thus been avoided. The 
freight business. both by rail and steamer 
from the South had practically been 
abandoned, not by reason of any action of 
the ‘board, but because the people of the 
North would not buy the products through 
fear of the dread disease being transmitted 
thereby. 

Suspected Cases Isolated. 

In speaking of the two suspicious cases 
which Dr. Egan reported to the Board of 
Health Dr. Mann stated that they were un- 
der the jurisdiction of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service and have been iso- 
lated for four or five days. 6 

The following telegram has been received 
from Dr. J. A. Egan, Secretary of the State 
Board of Health, who is now in charge of 
the inspectors at Cairo: Two cases at 
marine hospital at Cairo pronounced suspi- 
cious by State Board of Health physicians 
and marine hospital surgeon. The cases 
were isolated by my order. The Sheriff of 
Alexander County has quarantined the 
grounds. Dr. Guiteras is coming here.“ 


RAILROAD TRACK DESTROYED. 


Citizens of Jackson, Miss., Show Their 
Anger Because Trainmen Dis- 


regard Regulations. 


Jackson, Miss., Sept. 18—In addition to 
tearing up the tracks of the Alabama and 
Vicksburg railroad a short distance west of 
the city, at midnight last night, the crowd 
burned a trestle on the same road, a few 
miles west of the city. 

Meridian having consented to allow trains 
to pass through that city, the Alabama and 
Vicksburg regular train passed here at 6 p. 
m. yesterday, going to Meridian. The speed 
of the train was not greater than four miles 
an hour, whereas the road had been ordered 
to run their trains through here at a twenty- 
mile rate. Not only was this order willfully 
disregarded by the road, but the train actual- 
ly stopped in the heart of the city. Indigna- 
tion is at fever heat here, and the people say 
that if necessary to compel observance of 
their reasonable quarantine regulations they 
will burn every bridge between here and 
Vicksburg. 

The city authorities say that if yellow 
fever is introduced into our city it will be 
by the unlawful disregard of their rules, as in 
this case, , 

As a result of the destruction of the tracks 
Governor McLaurin has ordered out the 
Capital Light Guards of this city to prevent 
any further destruction of property. The 
troops at Vicksburg have been notified to be 
ready.

ELEVEN NEW CASES IN MOBILE. 
People in a Panic and All Who Can Do 


So Are Leaving the In- 
fected City. 


Mobile, Ala., Sept. 18.—The Board of 
Health reports eleven new cases, all in the 
infected southern district, except one, which 
is in the northwestern portion, about a mile 
and a half from the center of the city. 

Some 200 people started out into the coun- 
try this morning, intending to take refuge 
with the farmers living from ten to fifteen 
miles out. They encountered the guards at 
the trocha and were stopped there. At 6 
o’clock most of the immigrants were still 
there in the open air, fearing to return to the 
city and not able to go further. The people 
here are still in a panic and are all leaving 
who can. a 

Montgomery tonight quarantined against 
Atlanta on the ground that she opens her 
doors to yellow fever refugees.

GOV. M’LAURIN BARRED OUT. 


Not Allowed to Enter the Mississippi

Jackson, Miss., Sept. 18—The Govern- 
or of a sovereign State has been denied 
admission to his capital city. This is the 
unique state of affairs that existed in Mis- 
sissippi this morning as a result of the 
troublesome times in which the people now 
find themselves. 

Governor McLaurin at the outbreak of the 
yellow fever wave was in the interior of 
Simpson County, from which place he pro- 
ceeded to. his old home in Brandon. Being 
anxious to return te the State Capitol, he 
made application to the city Board of Health 
for permission to enter the city, which was 
promptly declined by that board. Thereisa 
general quarantine rule against persons en- 
tering the city, and the public officers had no 
respect of persons in enforcing the rule.

ON HIS DEATH BED. 


Made Himself a National Reputation 
by Defying Speaker Reed and 
Breaking Down a Door in the Hall 
of Representatives ‘appointea 
United States Judge for the Indian 
Territory by President Cleveland— 
Not Expected to Live Many Hours. 


Ardmore, I. T., Sept. 18:—C. B. Kilgore, 
United States Judge of this district, ex-Con- 
gressman from Texas, is critically ill here. 
The attending physicians this morning gave 
up all hope of his recovery, stating that he 
may live a week, possibly a month, but that 
death is likely to occur any hour, Judge 
Kilgore is suffering from cirrhosis. 


From the time Constantine Buckly Kil- 
gore took his seat in the Fiftieth Congress 
he became known as Kicker Kilgore.” 
From the very first he attracted attention 
by his objection to a private pension bill and 
he kept up his record. Kilgore was claimed 
to be the most perfect type of physical man 
in the House, being 6 feet 2 and straight as 
an Indian. On July 20, 1888, Kilgore opposed 
a bill for the maintenance of State homes for 
veterans and had a fiery tilt with General 
Spinola of New York, saying that the Gen- 
eral was too old to characterize as he de- 
served, but if he had a henchman he would 
denounce him as a liar on the floor of the 
House. A New York man offered himself, 
but no duel ever resulted. During the Fifty- 
second Congress Kilgore kicked open a 
locked door in order to gain his ends. Some 
of his conspicuous objections were to the 
Sherman State bill, the Chinese exclusion 
act, and to the bill pensioning the family 
of General Sheridan. : 

Mr. Kilgore began his public career in 1869, 
when he was elected justice of the peace. 
He moved with his father trom Newman, 
Ga., to Rush County, Texas, in 1846, where 
they settled on a farm. The son left home 
at 17 and worked on another farm for his 
board, clothing, and schooling. He acquired 
a fair education in Flower Institute and dut- 
ing his leisure time read law. He married in 
1858. He was opposed to secession, but when 
it became a fact volunteered in the Tenth 
Texas Cavalry as orderly Sergeant and later 
became First Lieutenant. He was Adjutant 
General of the Confederate Army of the 
Tennessee. He was wounded at Chicka- 
mauga and captured. He was carried to 
Camp Morton at Indianapolis, and thence 
taken to Camp Chase and Fort Delaware. 

After the war Mr. Kilgore worked on a 
farm and read law. In 1875 he was chosen 
a member of the constitutional convention. 
He defeated Web Flanagan for the State 
Senate, was an Elector in 1880, and in 1854 
was again sent to the State Senate, being 
elected President pro tem. He served in four 
Congresses.. On March 21, 1895, he was ap- 
pointed Judge of the United States Court of 
the Southern District of Indian Territory. 

He is about 62 years old, has a mustache 
and a short beard, and is a distinguished 
looking man. Z 

It was in 1890 that Judge Kilgore rose 
to national prominence. During the dis- 
cussion of the federal elections bill Speaker 
Reed ordered the doors of the House locked, 
when Kilgore kicked in the door of the 
Speaker’s private room, thereby injuring the 
nose of Mr. Dingley of Maine, and gained his 
liberty. The whole State shouted for Kil- 
gore, and he could have had anything in its 
power to give him. It was during his last 
term in Cofigress his health failed, and he 
moved to the Indian Territory, where Pres- 
ident Cleveland appointed him Federal 
Judge. Recently he made a hard fight to 
prevent removal before the expiration of his 
term, and was successful, as he was not long 
ago assured he would serve out his term. 

He is an old-school Presbyterian, and a 
Mason of high degree. He has a large fam- 
ily, and has accumulated little money to 
leave them. 


SUICIDE OWING TO #ALOUSY. 
Mrs. H. M. Frick of Moline, III., Kills 
Herself in a Cab in the Streets 
of Milwaukee. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 18.— [Special. 
Mrs. H. M. Frick of Moline, III., committed 
suicide in a cab on Wisconsin street shortly 
before noon today. Mrs. Frick had been 
separated from her husband for some time. 
She was jealous of him. Mrs. Frick was a 
blonde, 22 years of age. 3 

She came to this city from some place in 
the northern part of the State, arriving 
here at 11 o’clock. She asked Officer Roach 
to direct her to a cab, and the officer called 
one. She told the driver, James Graham, to 
take her to the police station and on the way 
to stop at a drug store, as she wanted some 
medicine. Graham stopped at Sykes’ drug 
store and opened the cab door for her to 
get out. She told the cabman that she 
would not get out, and asked him to purchase 
10 ¢ents’ worth of carbolic acid for her. 

The clerk gave him the carbolic acid and 
the driver started for the police station. He 
had not gone a block when he noticed the 
woman attempting to draw the cork from 
the bottle. He stopped the cab and asked 
her what she was going to do with it. She 
replied that she was not going to drink it, 
and it did not matter what else she might 
do with it. 

Graham started again for the station and 
just after turning in Jefferson street from 
Wisconsin street he noticed that she had 
the bottle to her lips. He jumped from the 
seat just as she threw the empty bottle 
from the window. . The driver immediately 
called Dr. Allen, who told him to take the 
woman to the Emergency Hospital, where 
she died at 12:06 this afternoon. The body 
was removed to the morgue. In her purse 
was found $1.25 and the following letter: 

‘*To the City Officer—Dear Sir: As lama 
stranger, take mé to the police station.

She was born here and was 23 years of age.

Frick, and for some time both were in the 
employ of Dr. J. W. Morgan, nd medical 
examiner of the Home Forum Benefit order, 
Frick as hostler, which position he still 
holds, and his wife as cook. About May 1 
last they separated, being unable to agree, 
and Mrs. Frick went to Waukesha, Wis., 
where she made her home with a woman 
friend, a Mrs. Jacques.

Ready te Show the Motive.

Assistant State's Attorney McEwen an- 
nounced that the State was ready to in- 
troduce its “motive” witnesses. The 
only question that was left open, he said, 
was ‘whether it was proper or not to intro- 
duce it. Bialk and Odorofsky were the only 
witnesses who would be called for the pur- 
pose. Bialk was already in the witness 
stand, The gury was ordered to retire dur- 
ing the Giscussion, which the court prefaced 
by saying he had a decided opinion on the 
matter, which, it was inferred, was un- 
favorable to the State. 

When Attorney Vincent had concluded his 
speech Judge Tuthill said:

Based on Good Reasoning. 


“The Connecticut case cited by Mr. Me- 
Ewen,” Judge Tuthill said, ‘‘ seems to be 
based upon pretty good reasoning, that it 
may be ‘offered for the purpose at least of 
rebutting that presumption which arises as 
to a kindly and affectionate feeling between 
man and wife.’’ 

Judge Tuthill thought he ought to have 
time to take the point under consideration. 
The attorneys for the defense also desired 
Monday to prepare their case, and court was 
adjourned till Tuesday morning. 

The State has one more witness whom it 
will introduce to show Luetgert's feeling 
towards his wife.

Latest Testimony in the Luet- 
giert Case Important. 


BOTTLES OF WATER SOLD. 


Attorney Vincent Not in His 


Usual Form Yesterday. 


VIEWS OF MR. HAWTHORNE 


[FOR THE NEW YORK JOURNAL.|] 

No doubt readers of this trial will dis- 
tinctly recall a passage in Frank Bialk’s 
testimony, about three weeks ago, in which 
he said that Luetgert, on the night of the 


alleged murder, twice sent him on errands 


to the druggist a mile or so away, the first 
time to get a bottle of Celery Compound 
and the second time to fetch a flask of Hun- 
yad!i water. 

The State inferred that Luetgert’s reason 
for dispatching the watchman in the middle 
of, the night on these missions was to keep 
him out of the way while the boiling of 
Mrs. Luetgert in the vat was still in its 
critical stages. They did not believe he 
really craved the compound or the water 
for normal purposes. The defense, on the 
other hand, declared that there was noth- 
ing at all extraordinary in the episode; 
any gentleman engaged in the manufacture 
of soap at midnight might find the com- 
pound or the Hunyadi a useful stimulant. 

But the State, which leaves nothing at 
loose ends, gave us this morning a new wit- 
ness in the person of one Abraham Seeley, 
a grocer, and one of the most retiring and 
low-spoken of mankind, who stated in an- 
swer to Mr. McEwen’s questions that dur- 
ing May, when the sale of Luetgert’s effects 
took place, he bought a lot of Hunyadi 
water, to the amount of thirty-nine bottles. 
This gentleman was not cross-examined. 
No comments were made; none were need- 
ed. For tf Luetgert had three or four dozen 
bottles of Hunyadi water in his house, why 
should he have been at the expense of a 
couple of dollars and his old watchman’s 
legs to proctire him another? This is one 
of those little, insignificant things which 
are so terribly significant when they are 
put in their proper place. 


Causes Mach Whispering. 


The testimony caused a good deal of whis- 
pering, while the defense tried to look as if 
they didn’t mind. Possibly they didn’t: they 
don’t seem to mind anything; or at least to 
admit that their client’s cause is harmed 
thereby. Mr. Seeley vanished from sight as 
easily as if he had been a whisp of wrapping 
paper; but he will not be so easily forgotten 
by those interested in this case. 

Then we had another new figure, by the 
name of Christopher, who was introduced as 
a nephew of Mrs. Feldt. He was a simple, 
taciturn, elementary, cherubic sort of creat- 
ure, and was a good deal embarrassed by his 
momentary position of eminence. What he 
had to tell was in regard to the knife with 
which we are to suppose that the sausage- 
maker divided his wife into handy portions, 
or otherwise attacked her. This knife had 
been handed by Leutgert to his beloved 
Christine at the time of his arrest, and had 
by her been intrusted to her nephew, who 
put it, first in his pocket, and afterwards in 
his trunk. One telling remark he made. He 
said that when he opened the blade of the 
knife to look at it, there were several great 
rust marks, as he called them, on it: and 
these dropped off during his examination, 
and became part and parcel of the universe 
at large. Had they ever been part and purcel 
of Mrs. Leutgert? Nobody said so; we shail 
never know; but anybody may think what 
he or she pleases. 

Mr. Phalen rose to tackle this witness, 
whom it would have been far wiser (to my 
thinking) to let alone. The lawyer might 
have succeeded in mixing him on dates, 
however, but that the ponderous Christo- 
pher, who evidently thinks things over in 
his silent, heavy way, had thought to arm 
himself with his diary, which he presently 
tugged out of an interior pocket, and used 
for the refreshment of his memory. The 
lawyer then tried to detect some hidden 
guile in the adventures of the knife while in 
Christopher's possession, but so far as could 
be learned its career had been singularly 
uneventful during that period. So Christo- 
pher departed, and, except for those heavy 
drops of rust, I don’t see that either side 
got much out of him. 

Our old friend Frank Bialk was now re- 
called by.the State, and it appeared that he 
was to enact the röle of a prover of mo- 
tive.“ A certain delicacy attaches to this 
phase of the case; there is a capital oppor- 
tunity to display ingenuity in the use of 
euphemistic expression. . ‘ 

Frank Bialk took his seat in the chair. 
He remained there for a long half hour, but 
not once did he open his lips. We had to 
determine, first, whether this testimony as 
to motive was to be admitted. The defense 
thought not, decidedly; the State thought it 
should; the Judge listened to both sides, and 
at the end reserved his decision. After 
Bialk had been sitting listening to Mr. Mc- 
Ewen's argument for half an hour, not 
understanding a syllable of it, but wearing 
an expression of mild resignation, some une 
suggested that he must be wondering how 
the interpreter would ever translate to him 
Mr. McEwen’s very long question. When the 
arguments on both sides were over court 
adjourned till Tuesday, to enable the de- 
fense to prepare for its opening, and Bialk 
was abandoned to his perplexity. ... 

Mr. Vincent Interrupts. 


Mr. Phalen rose to reply. ... While 
he was still on his feet, and apparently be- 
force he had coneluded his argument, Mr. 
Vincent arose, and with his broad shouwl- 
ders quite blotted the slightly-built attor- 
ney from the Judge’s sight. 

The matter in his address was as remark- 
abie as the manner of its introduction. It 
was begun with great solemnity and soon 
waxed impassioned. He shook his finger 
at his Honor and yielded to rhetorical temp- 
tations. I will not attempt to reproduce the 
whole text of an argument which possibly 
Mr. Vincent may be disposed upon consider- 
ution to modify. He appealed to the gen- 
erai sense of mankind, which he thought 
would support him in the contention that 
intidelity, so far from tending to disturb the 
relations cf husband and wife, was in truth 
the best means of rendering them easy and 
agreeable. ... 

It is known that Mr. Vincent has lost much 
rest during the last few days owing to his 
assiduous labors on the case, and it was 
feit that he was hardly his complete self 
this morning. The expediency of his ré- 
marks was commented upon by those who 
heard them, and different views were taken, 
but it is not thought likely that the ques- 
tion of introducing or withholding tho evi- 
dence of motive will be determined by them 
one Way or the other.

OLD EIGHTH MEETS AGAIN 


FARNSWORTH’S TROOPERS MOURN 
HIM AT THEIR ANNUAL REUNION. 


Surgeon Crawford Delivers a Eulogy 
of the General at the Sherman 
House Gathering—Captain Hasle- 
ton Reads a Memorial of William 
Beye—Captain M. E. Jones Is Elect- 
ed President of the Association— 
Next Meeting to He Held Here, Too. 


One hundred veterans, with the gray of 
years in their hair, gathered in the banquet 
hall of the Sherman House yesterday to re- 
vive the memories and the comradeship of 
the BHighth Illinois Cavalry. It was the 
thirty-second annual reunion, and of the 
1,200 men who marched away nearly forty 
years ago but this one-twelfth gathered 
about the standard. 

Of all the color that bedecked the gallant 
Eighth in the days of its youth there re- 
mained but one bit, the yellow of the caval- 
ry. But instead of decorating uniforms of 
blue it fluttered as a badge upon the somber 
clothing of civilians, and the crossed sabers 
that had shone from the peaks of the fa- 
tigue caps were blazoned in gold upon the 
yellow field. 


- KEulogtes for the Dead. 

Familiar as all veteran bodies are with 
mortuary lists and the rendering of homage 
to the dead who once were their comrades, 
this duty fell more gravely than usual to the 
Two men had 
passed away during tho short year since 
their last meeting whose names had been 
foremost in their records, and whose lives 
had been much devoted to the welfare of 
the organization. One of them was General 
John Franklin Farnsworth, who, when they 
rode away to the battlefields had been their 
Colonel, and the other was William Beyc, 
for many years Assistant Treasurer of Cook 
County. Both of these men were memorial- 
ized in fitting eulogies. 

Besides these tributes to the distinguished 
dead, which took their proper place as the 
chief feature of the day, there was music 
and a banquet, and appropriate remarks by 
several comrades. But it was the reading 
of, these eulogies that distinguished the re- 
union. 


Memorial of General Crawford. 


Surgeon L. K. Crawford's address upon 
the hfe and death of General Farnsworth 
in substance was as follows: 

Since the last reunion of the Eighth its 
venerable commander has passed away. Yet 
those who remain here are not separated 
from him. There is the same touch, the 
fond memory of a great character, which 
cannot die. On history’s open page, as 
legislator, citizen, and soldier, the gfandeur 
of his character is recorded. 

“Serving in Congress from the Chicago 
district for two terms before the war, the 
General was even then a leader, and kad 
gained the love and gratitude of his fellow- 
men before he took up a military life. His 
ancestors were Americans back to colonial 
times, when they came from England to this 
country. General Farnsworth, however, 
was born in Canada in 1820. In 1840 he mar- 
ried Mary A. Clark of Michigan, and came 
to this State to practice law. They had 
three children. 

During his ten years of legal practice 
John Franklin Farnsworth was tne leading 
advocate of St. Charles, where he then 
lived. He preferred the defense in criminal 
cases, and attained fame in the defense of 
four Irishmen accused of murdering Albert 
Story in La Salle in 1853. He was quite a 
political speaker. He brought support to the 
Lincoln and Hamlin ticket in the campaign 
of 1860, speaking in eighteen States. 


Organizes the Eighth Cavalry. 


„ Knowing that the time for compromise 
was past in August, 1861, he visited Wash- 
ington. saw President Lincoln, and obtained 
an order to organize the Eighth Illinois 
Cavairy. The service was at that time 
greatly in need of cavalry, and no one was 
better qualified to organize such a regi- 
ment than General Farnsworth. Making St. 
Charles a place of temporary headquarters, 
he issued a call for 1,200 men and in less 
than a fortnight had that number. The 
regiment was splendidly officered. A ma- 
lignant typhoid fever took away 300 of the 
Eighth before they had a chance to show 
their fighting worth. 

The General was cool, brave, and in- 
spiring, and the men of his command fol- 
lowed him with implicit confidence: The 
regiment took an active part in every bat- 
tle of the Peninsular campaign from the 
siege of Yorktown to the retreat of the Army 
of the Potomac to Harrison’s Landing.”’ 

The eulogy upon the life of William Beye 
was read by Captain W. C. Hazleton, and 
both gentlemen received a vote of thanks 
as the formal reward for their efforts. 


New Officers Are Elected. 

The veterans assembled in the clubroom 
of the Sherman House at 10 a. m. for a for- 
mal business session. he election of offi- 
cers resulted as follows: 

President—Captain M. K. Jones. 

Vice President — Frank Clendennin. 

— and Treasurer — Captain W. C. Hazle- 

At 12 o’clock the banquet was served. 
During the repast there were music and sing- 
ing by Comrade Knight and Miss Hull. A 
number of letters were read from absent 
members of the asosciation, among them 
one from the widow of General Farnsworth 
and from ex-Governor Beveridge. The ros- 
ter of deaths was then read. This somber 
function was followed by the reading of the 
eulogies. : 

The next reunion will be held in this city. 
The regiment was recruited from Chicogo 
and the counties adjoining Cook, and most 
of the members of the association still re- 
side here. Company G was recruited by 
Major Samuel Medill. The entire work of 
recruiting was done in two weeks under the 
direction of General Farnsworth. Most of 
the out-of-town members returned to their 
homes on evening trains.

WANTS THE BABY OR $500 


MRS. ALLEN SEEKS TO RECOVER A 
FRAGILE MITE OF HUMANITY. 


Humane Society, a Trained Nurse, 
and Hospital Authorities Object— 
Case Will Be Taken Into the Courts 
~The Woman Known from Former 
Infant Cases—Friends Take the 
Little One to the Plaza and Secrete 
It There. 


A little girl waif who, with only 18 months’ 
experience in this world, seems to have 
already. acquired the power of fascinat- 
ing all who come within the glance of her 
eyes, slept last night in a dainty ped at 
the Plaza apartment building. About on the 
streets of the South Side hurried a woman 
who sees what she claims represents $500 
slipping from her hands as the processes 
of the law shape themselves for the adop- 
tion of the child. 

Already in her short life the delicate girl 
baby has lived through a story with affec- 
tion and love contrasting themselves with 
sordidness and privation. Born somewhere, 
of whom no one knows, her little life must 
now be decided by the courts, with a kind- 
hearted nurse and the Humane society on 
= side and Mrs. Laura Reed Allen on the 
other. 

Miss Anna Miller, a nurse in the Post- 
Graduate Training School for Nurses, is the 
little girl's good angel. The baby came into 
her keeping weak and ill and poorly clothed. 
She and her friends have nursed, fed, and 
clothed it, have seen its delicate body grow 
stronger and.its pretty face grow prettier, 
until they are led to hope that the days 
which had made such inroads upon its health 
may be counterbalanced by the days of care 
to come. 

At present the baby is in the keeping of Dr. 
Emma B. Steyner at her apartments in the 
Plaza. There it is to be kept until the legal 
proceedings for its adoption have been ac- 
complished. After that Miss Miller will take 
the child to a home which she has provided. 


In the meantime Mrs. Allen is moving every 


power at her command to regain the custody 
of the little life, or what she regards as its 
cash equivalent. 

It was in this moving process that the 
true state of affairs was disclosed. Mrs. 
Allen came to THE TRIBUNE office and told 
a tale of injustice and self-sacrifice, of a 
foster-mother’s heart torn and bleeding, of 
a loving and beloved little girl who was 
being kept from her. Her story attacked the 
Charity Hospital, Miss Miller, and Dr. 
Franklin H. Martin, the medical head. Miss 
Miller told a different tale and the attendant 
circumstances tell the rest. 


Taken to the Hospital. 


About the first of August the little girl, 
whose name is said to be Sarah Pappert, 
was taken to the Charity Hospital by Mrs. 
Allen through the good office of Mrs. Mel- 
ville Ayers, 3159 Indiana avenue, one of 
the board of directors. The child was found 
to be suffering with measles and still weak 
from an attack of pneumonia. 

At the hospital it fell under the eye of 
Miss Miller, who immediats.7 took a liking 
to the little girl. She expended her time 
and her skill upon the waning little life and 
turned the scale. 

She had seen Mrs. Allen, who claimed to 
be the legal guardian of the baby, and sev- 
eral times asked for the custody of the 
child, but was refused. She finally became 
convinced that money was what was needed 
to secure the baby, and she had none. She 
had taken the child to Dr. Steyner’s home. 
and there the tot had spread its sunshiny 
net of fascination. Something of Mrs. Al- 
len's history was learned, and one day the 
baby was taken from the hospital to the 
Plaza on a visit. It has never returned. 

Miss Miller applied to the Humane society, 
where sne learned that Mrs. Allen was well 
known, having attracted the attention of 
the society in former baby cases, and its co- 
operation was promised. 


Women Confront Each Other. 


At the Post-Graduate Hospital, the offices 
of the Humane society, the home of Dr. 
Martin, and the Plaza, Mrs. Allen became 
a frequent visitor. She demanded the child, 
and admitted that she expected to receive 
$500 for its adoption. She suspected the 
child’s presence at the Plaza, but could ob- 
tain no proof. At the offices of the society. 
she was pat off with an evasive answer. 
From Dr. Martin she demanded an order 
for the child’s release, but failed to get it: 

Dr. Martin was seen last night while wait- 
ing to take the train for Denver. Miss Mu- 
ler was sent for, and the two women, fighting 
for the custody of the child, the one for the 
love of it and the other for the money she 
believed it would bring, were questioned. 
Miss Miller did not deny taking the child 
from the hospital without authority, but 
argued its welfare as her excuse. Mrs. Al- 
len claimed to have a sworn release of the 
baby from its mother, and insisted upon her 
rights. 

Mrs. Allen’s home is a small room in a 
boarding-house at 81 East Twenty-third 


street.

Wins the Big Invitation Race 
from Buffalo Man. 


EIGHT RIDERS ENTERED.

Two Left in Finals After a Series

E. W. PEABODY IS BEATEN. 


New York, Sept. 18.—[Special.]—EHarl H. 
Kiser won the great Invitation race here to- 
day from a picked field of eight riders who 
were considered the champions of America.

In the semi-finals Bald rode against Gardiner 
and won out easily, Gardiner sitting up 
half way down the stretch. Kiser won his 
heat from Cooper in a hard and close finish.

Kiser won his heat in 2:24. 

The heats had been paced by singles, and 
in the finals a tandem was placed in to pace, 
When Bald and Kiser lined up for the final 
they were loudly cheered.

It is interesting to observe that, while 
Secretary Sherman’s accusation that Eng- 
land had been guilty of bad faith was hotly 
resented by the press here a few months | 
ago, a leading journal, with this new docu- — 
ment before it, does not hesitate to say that 
the United States government has attempt- 
ed from the very beginning to set at naught 
the Paris award. This may fairly be con- 
sidered a blow below the belt. Numerous 
strictures upon strange misconceptions 
and extravagant misrepresentations of 
Sherman's dispatch do not tend to promote 
good feeling between the nations. The Eng- 
lish press has the satisfaction, however, of 
commenting upon the argument of the 
Colonial Office and asserting that the Sher- 
max dispatch was answered in detail, al- 
though Lord Salisbury treated it with slient 
contempt and curtly acquiesced in the Amer- 
ican proposal for a conference. Meanwhile 
the facts of natural history are left to the 
experts in conference, with the assurance 
that negotiations will be conducted in an 
impartial and friendly spirit.

ENGLAND FOR WIDER MARKETS. 


British Manufacturers Lose Trade by 
Sharp German and American 
Competition. 


London, Sept. 18.—[Copyright, 1897, by the 
New York Post.)]—Once again Mr. Chamber- 
lain has set every one discussing England's 
industrial supremacy. ‘‘ More markets is 
always his (ext. Mr. Rhodes found him a 
very indifferent listener to his south African 
dreams till the magic words “ railways ”’ 
and markts were mentioned. So now 
his forward policy has produced a blue book 
which severely lectures the British manu- 
facturer upon his sluggish ways in the 
colonial markets as compared with the push 
of the Americans, Germans, and other rivals. 

The blue book proves that England has 
lost ground in the colonial markets chiefly 
because, as the report from Capt Colony 
puts it, the English manufacturer will not 
supply what we require, but what he con- 
siders we ought to require.“ In quality he 
stands easily first, but he will persist in 
putting a hundred cartridges in a packet 
where the Victorian buyer prefers only 
twenty-five. He will cling to his old peculiar 
methods of packing candles, butter, car- 
riages, and chemicals, so the trade in south 
Africa, Australia, and Hongkong has gone 
to America, Denmark, and Germany. The 
Germans, again, bring their goods to the 
buyer, wheras the Britisher waits for the 
buyer to come to him.

Leaves Trade Alone. 


These failings of the British trader are be- 
ing mercilessly rubbed in by the press. The 
moral generally drawn is the old one that 
there must be more push without a lowering 
of thé British reputation for quality. No- 
body of any account suggests legislative help 
in the way of steamship subsidies to lower 
freights and outdo German subsidies. The 
word zollverein, to keep the foreigner out of 
the empire, is not so much as whispered. In- 
deed, ths report suggests that the legislature 
is wisest when it leaves trade alone. The 
merchandise marks act, for instance, has 
done real injury to England's transit trade 
by advertising the foreign origin of goods 
shipped through England and sending the 
colonists direct to the producing countries. 
The colonist, as one paper blunily says, 
puts his pence and imperialism into his 
pocket without hesitation when he can.“ 

The proceedings of the associated Cham- 
bers of Commerce at Middleboro this week 
show, however, that the British merchant 
manufacturers really are waking up under 
constant prodding. Following the example 
of the French Chamber of Commerce mis- 
sion to the East, they now propose to co- 
operate with the English Board of Trade in 
a commission to central South America, 
where these English traders think America

Another notable illustration of England's 
preference for self-help rather than quack- 
ery is furnished by the report of Sir James 
Biyth, President of the British Dairy asso- 
ciation. The spur which he applies to the 
dejected British farmers is neither protec- 
tion nor bimetallism. Both, he says, have 
been definitely put out of court by the recent 
royal commission on agriculture. Instead 
the farmer must bring to the problem of 
how to secure his home markets better 
methods, proper agricultural education, 
scientific knowledge of the capacities of 
different ‘sojis, and scientific attention to 
breeding. In a word, the British farmer's 
one hope is in brains.

Being in a pushful mood just now, British 
public. opinion is watching with owing 
impatience the prolongation of thé indus- 
trial war in the engineering trade. A chorus 
of approval today welcomes the Board of 
Trade’s decision to attempt mediation. The 
tone of yesterday's conference of the em- 
ployers is not verv hopeful for a compro- 
mise. Mr. Mathers, a large employer and

INDIAN SITUATION IS CRITICAL. 


Believed That the English Government 
Knows There Is Serious 
Trouble Ahead. 


London, Sept. 18.—Tpe fact that no less 
than ten batteries of horse and field artillery 
have been ordered to embark for India dur- 
ing the months of September and October 
is much commented upon in military circles.) 
Under ordinary circumstances the four bat- 
teries now in India would have been relieved 
this month. But these batteries have been 
ordered to remain in India, and, therefore, 
there will shortly be on the frontier fourtcen 
batteries of artillery, a full complement for 
an army corps. As the British force now as- 
sembled on the frontier is of ample strength 
to wipe out all visible resistance, the only 
conclusion that can be reached in relation 
to the dispatch of reinforcements of artillery 
is that the authorities are p ssed of in- 
formation of a serious character. . The in- 
timation: conveyed by the War Office on 
Monday last to the London, commercial 
agent of the Ameer.of Afghanistan that no 
war material or machinery for the manu- 
facture thereof will be allowed to cross the 
frontier during the present crisis indicates 
that the British government has by no 
means entire confidence in the Ameer's fidel- 
ity, and it Is hinted the government bas 
learned that while professing friendliness 
to Great Britain the Ameer has been secretly 
preparing for war. 

Well informed circles are also discussing 
the story of secret correspondence between 
Russia and Afghanistan which 1s said to 
have fallen into the hands of the British 
officials, and it is further intimated that a 
widespread plot, embracing the Beluchis 
and others, has been discovered. 

The truth or otherwise of these stories will 
develop hereafter, but the fact remains that 
the large increase in the strength of the 
British artillery in India cannot be in- 
tended for use against the Afridis. 


LUNACY ON THE INCREASE. 


Inadequate Treatment of Patients in 
London Resulting in Bad 
Consequences.

A British General had been attacked, 
harassed, and practically driven back, and 
the outlying fort held by the regular troops 
was captured after a desperate resistance.

Recruiting Unfit Men. 

The home military authorities, who have 
for months closed their official eyes to the 
wholly inadequate results of the present 
system of recruiting for the army, are now 
having the matter brought to their notiae 
with brutal plainness. In an examination 
held quite recently of a battalion told off for 
India it has been found that no less than 
470 men out of a total of 800 were physicalky 
unfit for service in the East. The ranks are 
being filled with undergrown lads and nar- 
row-chested weaklings, whom the recruit- 
ing sergeant of ten years ago would have 
scornfully dismissed to the tailors’ shops. 
Indeed, were it not for the drafts from Ilre- 
land and Scotland England would be in a 
bad way. This has now been recognized by 
the alarmed authorities, and it is now an 
open secret that the War Office here is look- 
ing longingly toward some form of conscrip- 
tion as the only measure which will fill the 
ranks of the diminishing British army.

Stupid Conservatism of’ Tradesmen. 
It is perhaps a good thing for manutact- 
urers in other parts of the worid that, as a 


steadily refuses to read the official reports 
of his own country which cost so much to 
produce, and for which as a taxpayer he 
pays. If he could only be shaken out of his 
thick skin of complacert indifference to the 
foreigner which still comts him it would help 
him greatly to continué holding his own in 
the markets of the word. His latest lesson 
is contained in the blua book, published this 
week, and containing reports of the Gov- 
ernors of the colonies as to the extent to 
which foreign imports are displacing Lrit- 
ish wares. The pith of this book is contained 
in a report from the Cape, where it is plainly 
said that if the British manufacturer would 
only get over his conversatism and supply 
exactly what is required, instead of what he 
considers they ought to require, there is no 
reason why he should lose his grip on the 
south African trade. No one seems to dis- 
pute the excelleat quality of British goods. 
The general complaint seems to be that they 
are unattractively finished and badly jacke. 
The British will, as a rule, even in the inter- 
nal trade of this country, supply not what 
you want, but what he in his hide-bound 
wisdom thinks you ought to want. It is little 
wonder that after many ineffectual attempts 
to correet his master the customer gets sick 
and turns away from the British door. 


Ameriagans Reaping the Benefit. 

An instructive instance of this is that the 
colony of Victoria likes its cartridges in 
packets of twenty-five, but the infallible 
Britisher msists on supplying them in pack- 
ets of 104% The result has been that it has 
opened a market for the wide-awake Ameri- 
cans, who give the Victorian just what he 
wants. At Hongkong the British makers 
have lost their whole trade in candles be- 
cause they will not alter their system of 
packing to that adopted by the continental 
makers. America is gradually securing all 
the Cape trade in carriages because it packs 
them better. For similar reasons Denmark 
is having more than its share of the Cape 
butter trade, and English chemical manu- 
facturers are beginning to have a bad time 
in Victoria for like reasons. Luckily for 
this unfortunate country there is one ray of 
light. It is many years perhaps since 
Chamberlain's name was intimately con- 
nected with screws, but it-is cheerful to be 
able to chronicle that. at Hongkong, in the 
mater of screws, Nettlefold still holds the 
trade. There is hope for England yet. 


Beer Pays Better than Punch. 

It is a curious commentary on the healthy 
sums lately realized by a popular novelist 
to find that the late E. J. Milliken, that 
bright and gifted author who wrote the 
Arry ballads in Punch, and who had such a 
considerable voice at the Wednesday din- 
ners as to the management and policy of 
that weird sheet, died so poor that his per- 
sonalty has just been sworn to as being 
under £70. Yet Milliken’s work was known 
and appreciated and eagerly looked for 
wherever Punch is read. Clearly heavy beer 
is more paying than light literature, for 
within the last fortnight estates have been 
declared of Blake and Kidd, brewers of 
Gosport and Brighton, who leave over £300,- 
000 detween them, while of other 
brewers’ estates declared during the pres- 
ent year those of Tattersall, Fulford, Cam- 
eron, and Worthington reach the very de- 
cent total of £1,500,000. There is still power 
in British beer. 

Chulalongkorn and the French. 

The King of Siam has very innocently 
given grave offense to many writers for the 
press and politicians in Paris by persistently 
talking English to President Faure or any 
other Frenchman bold enough to try con- 
clusions with our tongue. Truth to tell, 
Chulalongkorn’s knowledge of the French 
language has its modest limits, and there is 
possibly wisdom in the cynic’s remarks that 
it would have been better for him and his 
country had his ignorance heen more com- 
plete. His reception in Paris has been some- 
what disappointihg, and though all possible 
official means have been taken to work up an 
enthusiastic reception for him, it has heen 
difficult at times to conceal the almost apa- 
thetic coldness which contrasted 80 pain- 
fully with the warm enthusiasm and interest 
he excited in England and Russia.

ROYALTY TO STIR UP LONDON. 


Tradesmen Secure a Visit from the 
Prince and Princess of Wales— 
Social News in General. 


London, Sept. 18.—The Prince and Princess 
of Wales have announced their intention of 
paying several visits to London in order to 
encourage the winter season, the tradesmen 
of the metropolis having succeeded in con- 
veying respectful hints to his Royal High- 
ness that otherwise the season was certain 
of failure, which would be followed by a 
consequent depression in trade, owing to the 
social reaction which set in after the cele- 
bration of the Queen's diamond jubilee, 

In spite of official frowns and attempts to 
suppress the chatter, it has leaked out that 
the detachment of foot guards quartered at 
the Tower of London swear the sentries on 
night duty have seen the ghost of Anne 
Boleyn, the unfortunate wife of the much- 
married King Henry VIII., whom he caused 
to be beheaded on May 19, 1536. The ghost 
of Queen Anne Boleyn is only supposed to 
appear on the eve of the death of a member 
of the royal family, and therefore the mat« 
ter has been made the occasion for consider- 
able gossip. 

The Marquis de Luville, it is announced, 
has gone to Paris with the object of chal- 
lenging all the detractors of Prince Henry 
of Orleans so long as the Prince is unable 
to wield a sword in his own defense. 

The King of Siam has returned to Taplow 
Court from France and will remain there 
until Oct. 1. 

The relationg between the Duke and 
Duchess of Aosta, the former being the eld- 
est nephew of the King of Italy, and the lat- 
ter being Princess Helena of Orleans, daugh- 
‘er of the late Count of Paris, are once more 
teported to be strained, and it is further 
stated that their separation is only a ques- 
tion of a short time. Although they were 
ynly married bout two years ago, in June, 
i805, in June, 1806, the Figaro announced 
that the marriage had turned out to be very 
unhappy for both parties and that a judi 
celal separation was only prevented by the 
intervention of the Duke of Aumale. The 
Duchess, Figaro added, refused to be recon- 
¢iled to her husband and kept separate 
apartments. In December of the same year 
there was held a family council of the mem- 
bers of the houses of Savoy and Orleans, at 
the end of which it was announced that the 
Duke and Duchess of Aosta had been in- 
duced to abandon their intention of an im- 
mediate separation. Rut, when the Duchess 
was bere last week, she declared she would 
never live in Italy again. Her mother, the 
Countess of Paris, has done all she can to 
sooth the ruffied feelings of the Duchess, 
due all her efforts to make her change her 
mind seem to have been unavailing, and it 
ir generally admitted that her separation 
from the Duke is again looked upon as being 
almost inevitable. 

A royal residence in Ireland now appears 
to be within reach, since the Queen seems 
to support the proposition. In a long letter 
to the Duchess of York congratulating her 
upon the success of her recent tour with her 
husband in Ireland. her Majesty asks if she 
would like to spend a part of each year in 
Ireland. On the other hand, Mr. Michael 
Davitt declares the Irish do not want royalty 
in Ireland, and he asserts that the Duke 
and Duchess of York mistook hospitality for 
loyalty. 

About the middle of October an exhibition 
will be opened at the Imperial Institute of 
all the jubilee gifts and addresses presented 
to the Queen during the celebration of-her 
jubilee. Half of the procéeds will go to the 
Prince and Princess of Wales hospital fund, 
the contributions to that charity having 
fallen far short of expectation, reneniag only 
a total of $925,000.

TALK OF DISTRESS IN IRELAND. 


Depends -Very Much Upon the Party 
Through Whose Eyes It Is 
Viewed. 


London, Sept. 18.—The extent of the dis- 
tress threatening Ireland seems to depend 
largely as to through which party’s eyes 
it is viewed. The council of the National 
federation has decided that the country is 
on the brink of a widespread calamity, and 
calls upon Messrs. Dillon and Harrington 
to convoke a meeting of the Irish members 
of Parliament for the purpose of requisition- 
ing Mr. Balfour, the government leader in 
the Commons, to call an autumn session of 
Parliament to devise reief measures and to 
pass a bill reducing rents in Ireland in pro- 
portion to the loss incurred by the tenants 
owing to the wholesale destruction of their 
crops. On the other hand, the Dublin Ex- 
press says the cry of famine is only a con- 
tinuation of the party war cry which is 
raised every year the Unionists are in office, 
and adds: 

““ Judging from the past we may hope that 
much of the crops doomed to destruction 
by the prophets of evil will be rescued, and 
that the general yield will be much larger 
than expected.“ 

The Daily Independent regards the sug- 
gestion that Duchess of York will shortly 
appeal for funds in behalf of the Irish who 
are threatened with famine ag being an 
insult and says: 

“If the country was ten times as badly off 
as it is likely to.be it would resent any 
charitable appeal to the English.“

Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—

“China in the next few years will be @ 
buyer for all classes of machinery, and es- 
pecially railway materials. If our Amer- 
ican manufacturers will make the proper 
efforts it will result in millions of dollars of 
trade. A commercial representative shouid 
be selected, care being taken that he has 
influence in the proper quarters. This rep- 
resentative should be the sole agent in the 
East. He should be authorized in the proper 
form with the seal of the Foreign Office and 
his name should be registered here in the 
consulates. 

In the construction of a railway the 
Chinese require rails, sleepers, couplers, and 
structural iron for bridges and locomotives. 
If the best houses in America will place their 
respective business interests in the hands of 
one good business firm in Tien Tsin this firm 
can bid, for everything wanted will appear 
strong in the eyes of the Chinese, and each 
transaction will strengthen the mutual busi- 
ness relations between America and China.

In official circles it is not 
concealed that the aim is to frame laws 
10 absolutely exclude in future all Amer- 
ican meats and preserves, on the plea that 
the sanitary inspection in America is not 
reliable and not stringent enough. Even 
this, however, fails to satisfy the agrarians, 
. who have renewed their demand that Amer- 
icen cereals be excluded from Germany. 
As a striking commentary upon the plans 
to exclude American meat, the fact may be 
nc ted that pork in Germany during the last 


 forthnight has reachel a price unequaled 


in many years—that of 25 to 40 cents per 
pound at retail and 18 cents per pound at 
whoiesale. This is due to the exclusion of 
Kussian pork in the Silesian frontier dis- 
tricis. 

This review of the situation may be con-

We have had to resume the coinage of 
silver dollars,“ said Director Preston of 
the Mint bureau today, to meet the demand 
for silver dollars created by a peculiarity 
of the law. Under the act of 1890, when a 
Treasury note is redeemed in silver it is at 
once retired from circulation and destroyed. 
If one of this series comes into the Treasury 
in the ordinary way it is reissued, but not 
when it has been once redeemed in silver 
dollars. Every year there is a demand for 
silver dollars, chiefly from the South and 
Southwest, the colored people preferring the 
white metal to bills. The banks send on 
their Treasury notes, the Treasury redeems 
them in silver dollars and destroys the 
notes. Later in the year the greater part 
of these silver dollars find their way into 
the Treasury again and are replaced by silver 
certificates. Whenever our stock of silver 
dollars runs low we are obliged to coin more 
to redeem these Treasury notes. The process 
continues all the time, Treasury notes be- 
ing exchanged for silver dollars, buliion 
coined to make new silver dollars, and the 
silver dollars ultimately being locked up 
in the Treasury, but covered by silver cer- 
tificates. It is in this way that the stock of 
Treasury notes is being diminished and the 
issue of silver certificates increased. 
At the close of the fiscal year 1894 there 
were outstanding $152,584,417 in Treasury 
notes. Now the issue has been reduced to 
$112,048,280, a shrinkage in three years of 
$40,000,000. There are now on hand less 
than 8,000,000 of the standard silver dollars 
of 1890 with which to redeem Treasury notes, 
so we are obliged to coin more. Before we 
get through we shall coin about 4,000,000 sil- 
ver dollars. In the fiscal year of 1895 the 
silver dollar coinage was nearly $4,000,000, 
and in 1806 it was seven and a half millions. 
There is nothing different in our coinage this 
year from the process in use for many years 
back. We are gradually wiping out the 
Treasury notes and replacing them with 
silver certificates, which is a good thing be- 
cause the Treasury notes are payable in 
either gold or silver, while the certificates 
call for silver dollars only.“

Forced by the Chicago Roads to Stop 
Discriminating in Favor of the 
Southern City. 


When the St. Louis lines a short time ago 
made a rate of $4 from Kansas City to St. 
Louis each Tuesday and Friday during the 
exposition and Veiled Prophets celebration 
in that city they expected to reap a rich 
harvest at the expense of the Chicago roads. 
They had never before been called down 
and always had been allowed to discriminate 
in favor of St. Louls as much as they 
pleased. > 

This’ time, however, the Chicago Great 
Western came to the rescue of Chicago and 
met the St. Louis roads’ action by making a 
$7 rate from Kansas City to Chicago on the 
same dates as the $4 rate to St. Louis was 
in effect. Other Chicago lines found it neces- 
sary to follow suit. 

Not being able to discriminate in favor of 
St. Louis; the St. Louis roads came down 
quickly from the lofty perch they had here- 
tofore occupied, and yesterday gave notice 
they would withdraw the $4 rate to St. 
Louis if the Chicago roads would withdraw 
the $7 rate to Chicago. The Chicago lines of 
course were willing and the low rates have 
been canceled.

There 
were reported to be about 800 people on the 
trail, and if that were true, and if they did 
not bring provisions with them, there would 
certainly be great distress this winter. There 


and comparatively few of them under shel- 
ter. There have already been two severe 
frosts as harbingers of the near approach 
of winter, and, inasmuch as the river last 
year closed in the latter part of Septem- 
ber, there are grave doubts whether another 
boat will be able to make the ascent. 

Frank Densmore, who has been in Alaska 
and Northwest Territory for sixteen years, 
ls going back to visit his old home and friends 
in Boston. He has a big wad,” but de- 
clines to state its exact size. He says the 
country is undoubtedly very rich in gold, 
and that the El Dorado and the Bonanza are 
merely two of the many gold districts that 
may be discovered. For the time being, how- 
ever, he warns people against coming into 
the country unless they are well provisioned. 
He says that the provisions brought up by 
the steamers have all been bought, and that 
there is practically none in the stores. 


Alaska Is Full of Gold. 

Charles Engel of New York, and who 
hails just now from Fort Cudahy, has been 
all through the Yukon country. He declares 
that the recently discovered placer mines 
are the richest on the face of the earth. 
He believes they range from Bering Sea to 
the Stewart River and beyond. He believes 
Stewart River and Mincok Creek will de- 
velop the next great diggings. Like all the 
others, Mr. Engel having said this immedi- 
ately reverted to the question of provisions. 

I there are no cases of actual starvation 
in the diggings this winter there will cer- 
tainly be great distress and privatlon,“ he 
said. ‘** The sickness and death of the Carl- 
son brothers this spring were the direct re- 


One of them contracted typhoid fever, and 
his eystem was so run down that he proved 
a ready victim to it. His brother nursed 
him, contracted the disease, and died within 
a week. They had just cleaned up 850000, 
and were ready to go out by the next steam- 
er. Neither the government nor tie trars- 
portation companies will wake up to the 
necessities of this situation until a few hun- 
dred people starve to death. This is a 
treacherous river, and transportation upon 
it cannot be depended upon. One boat was 
lost last year, and another has just been 
stuck in the mud, and may not be put to 
further use this season. 

“The restaurants have all been closed. 
Mr. Healy of the North American Trading 
and Transportation company and Mr. Han- 
sen of the Alaska Commercial company 
have both quit selling to them. They say 
that all the provisions, they have in store 
will be reserved from this time on for the 
miners. Frank Densmore wanted to put 
fifty men at work, but could not do so be- 
cause there were no provisions. 

“TI should say right here, conti: ued Mr. 
Engel, that there will not be work enough 
for half the men who are going in this year. 
The majority of them are not able to handle 
the pick and shovel, and that is the only 
class of work desired. Clerkships are not 
to be had, and the saloon business is over- 
done. The fact is, I consider it nothing 
less than a crime for these transportation 
companies to carry these people in. Next 
to the impossibility of their getting pro- 
visions, if they have not brought them along, 
is the impossibility of them finding shelter. 
There are very few houses in Dawson, nearly 
everybody living in tents. Every one went 
hunting for gold, and no houses were built. 
It is hard to see how they can be built be- 
fore winter sets in, if at all. I have been in 


never seen anything to compare with t 
filth of that place. People have to wear gum 
boots to move about the streets, and next 
summer it will be worse than it was this 
year. Inflammatory rheumatism and ty- 
phoid fever are quite prevalent. Water is 
delivered in the town at $1 a barrel. 

“So much for Dawson and its provisiors. 
The possibilities for finding gold in the 
country, if one has the provisions, is another 
matter. They are very great. I took a pan 
of dirt from No. 4 El Dorado and panned 
out $75. A mounted policeman named Ward 
sold a half interest in No. 39 above for $17,- 
000. The total output of the diggings this 
year can hardly be estimated, but it will run 
into several millions.“ 


Real Estate Boom at Dawson. 


Notwithstanding this uncanny report 
about Dawson, it appears to be a booming 
real estate proposition. All the miners 
speak of the town as a “ hot number,” and 
the proprietor of it seems to appreciate it at 
its fullest. The main street is known as the 
Water Front, and a lot on that street re- 
cently sold for $11,000, with “‘ residence lots 
in proportion. A lot on Second street, back 
from the water front, sold for $7,500—this 
notwithstanding that it is admitted that the 
town has but one street. 

As to the possibility of obtaining work 
there is some division. There are those who 
say that. every man who desires work can 
get it at $15 a day, and there are those who 
say there is little or no work to be had. 
There are a few, also, who declare that the 
starvation scare is started every fall, and 
never comes closer to a realization tnan a 
little privation in the spring. Some say 
that the people coming in over the pass are 
bringing food with them in such quantities 
as to help out the situation rather than to 
handicap it, and that they have even sold. 
provisions to the restaurant people. 

M. Misamore of Portland comes from the 
Minook Creek district. He says the gold 
there is of finer quality than that on the 
Klondike, but that the yield is from five 
cents to 30 cents per pan. He knew of one 
clean-up that realized $122. The gold is val- 
ved at about $19 an ounce. 

In the party is William Kjellmann of the 
Teller reindeer station and the man, who 
has had an exhibit of reindeer at the Mid- 
winter Fair in San Francisco. He is on his 
way to Siberia to procure a number of deer 
with which he intends to establish a mail 
route from Dyea to Dawson. He says he 
has discovered an easier trail than-the Dal- 


sail for Siberia on the revenue cutter Bear 
from St. Michael's, and Dr. Sheldon Jackson 
will accompany him. It is their purpose to 
engage some Laplanders to drive and care 
for the deer. 

It is learned from the officers and passen- 
gers of the Healy that the steamer Portus 
B. Weare is high on a sand bar twenty miles 
below Circle City. She was so far out of the 
channel that the Healy could not get a line 
to her. Her passengers came down on the 
Healy. Before the Weare’s passengers left 
that vessel they and the men on the Healy 
drew up and signed the following statement 
directed to the Society of the Excelsiors: 

„We, the undersigned miners of the Yu- 
kon, through the President of your society, 
Mr. D. J. Tobin, do hereby declare that there 
is a scarcity of provisions in Dawson, and 
that by going ahead you will encounter 
grave danger and probable starvation. 


“ And others.” 
Warning, however, is not heeded. The 
Hamilton and her party are about to pro- 
ceed up the river.

Joaquin Miller Confirms std. 
ries of Klondike Riches. 


BIG PRICES FOR MINES. 


Rothschilds Offer $1,250,000 for 
Ten Untried Claims. 


TEN YEARS’ WORK IN SIGHT. 


{SPECIAL BY JOAQUIN MILLER.] 

Dawson, Northwest Territory, Canadg, 
Aug. 17.—Yesterday was the anniversary of 
the discovery of this bonanza gulch. The 
story of San Francisco has not only been 
repeated, but duplicated, and this is going 
to last, even though nothing new 1s dis- 
covered: but there will be new discoveries 
and great ones. It is in the air. You are 
conscious all the time of a strong undercur- 
rent that flows from somewhere ‘straight 
and steadily, yet you can’t quite lay hand on 
the date and place and name, as yet; but 
from what we have seen the last few hours 
on this wide, deep, level, and muddy gulch, 
the last place on earth that I, an old miner 
of more than forty years’ experience and 
adventure, would look ror gold, I hear it will 
take at best ten years to work out these 
mines. So you see this new city will con- 
tinue to build and build for years. 

Yesterday I went to the new Catholic Hos- 
pital, the Sisters’ Hospital of St. Ann—it ts 
called—and had a long talk with the wise 
and serene little Father Inago. He is bulld- 
ing a spacious and substantial structure, 
hospital, residence, and church, altogcther 
the best building in Dawson as yet. Heis 
at the extreme, down the river end of the 
two-mile town of stumps, mud, malarial- 
typhoid fever, dogs, squaws, sawlogs. lum - 
ber, barges, and boats of every shape, color, 
and kind. From the good father’s front 
window you can see little farms, little f:elds, 
with a tent in the middle of a little clearing, 
the brush heaps blazing and the log heaps 
smoking, and, as I have said before, this 
place is not so terribly cold and men can 
come and will make the ground bring forth 
all the way and down the great Yukon. ~ 


Grand Ball at Lousetown. 


Last night a grand ball was given in com- 
memoration of the discovery of gold here. 
It was given at Lousetown. This is at the 
extreme up the river end of Dawson. two 
miles from Catholic St. Ann’s Hospital end 
ot Dawson. I attended this ball with Cap- 
tain Hansen, the head of the Alaska com- 
pany (a man must see what is going on). 
Alexander McDonald, the John Mackey of 
Klondike, danced with a beautiful Alaska 
squaw, who had a small gold ring in her nose 
and several rings in her ear. I should sav 
she had a dozen gold rings in each ear. She 
is a great belle here. I danced, or rather 
hobbled about, with a slim and hungry-ilook- 


‘ing girl from Portland, who maintained, she 


says, her mother, and helps her little sister 
at school. 

And how do you make your money?“ 

“I hire out to dance. I get $20 tonight. I 
get $40 a week, and a quarter of every dollar 
the boys spend with me at the bar. Some- 
times I make more than I get tonight. No. 
I don’t drink whisky, only berry juice. Iam 
off tonight, because their business got so big 
they had to tear down their house and fix it 
bigger. They start in fresh tomorrow night.“

I had to pull this up, this.story of hers, in 
pieces; subjected by al-a-man-left, all hands 
forward, swing to the bar, etc. These dance 
women are not necessarily bad. I know, or 
at least am told by a man who has been here 
long enough to know, that there is a mother 
and daughter. who dance the long night 
through. They came here to make money, 
and are doing it. They cach have a mining 
claim—women take up claims here, same as 
men, my informant says—and employ several 
men to dig at $15 per day each, while they 
dance, 


Boundless Good Nature. 


Such boundless good nature as at this 
Lousetown dance I never saw, and I have 
been in all the new mining camps that have 
been built within the last many, many 
years. 

I dined with the Collector of Customs yes- 
terday, and he said that the good order here 
is due in part to the vigilance of the public 
and the prompt enforcement of the Canadian 


laws, but due mostly to the high class of 


people here from the States. They have a 
calabcose here, but it has never been used. 
There has not thus far been a single dis- 
turbance. This morning at 4 o' clock we 
were delighted with the shrill call of a 
coming steamer. We all sprang from our 
beds, and the thousands of dogs stood on 
the high river bank and simply made Rome 
howl. Men shouted and swung their hats. 
The congestion was broken: The question 
of famine or no famine was settled. Here 
were 400 tons of food and supplies, and only 
thirty men coming with it. 

Another steamer was reported only eight- 
een hours behind, so that who care to 
come can come, Yet the honest farmer, as 
a rule, will get more money and with less 
work by sticking to his farm than by coming 
here, so will almost any one who is estab- 
lished in some good pursuit at home. Let 
all remember that we hear only of the hun- 
dred fortunate miners, while nothing at all 
is said of the thousand and one failures. 

Talking with a man on a hillside, working 
all alone, we found that he was working 
only for wages. He said many more were 
working, earning less than the standard 
$15 per day, above and below him on the 
hillside. 

Rothschilds After Mines. 


But to get on with the fortunate ones, an 
agent of the Rothschilds told me that he 
offered £1,250,000 for ten claims together, but 
did not get them. I think he is going put 
without making any purchases. The most 
of the ten claims have not even had a pick 
in them as yet, far as I can see. They look 
like a marsh with mud and moss. You sink 
at least six inches in the soft and sloppy 
brown mud as you walk overit. This marsh 
is a muck as you can see by claims that 
are partly open up and down the gulch, and 
below this muck of three or four feet is the 
frozen ground of five or ten feet thickness, 
in which the gold is found. 

The prices asked for claims are absolutely 
steep. A lawyer from Juneau offered $100,- 
000 for a claim yesterday, but was laughed 
at by the owner, who simply camps with 
his claim and does not work enough to hold 
it. He is waiting to get $250,000 for it, he 
says. Captain John Healy, an old news- 
paper man of Montana, tells me he will get 
it easily before the year is over. 0 

This Healy is one of the discoverers of 

he first Idaho mine, where I knew Mm, and 

lways relied on his good sense and veracity. 

e is Vice President of the North American 

ransportation company and has five steam- 
ers on the Yukon and two more building. 


Richest Mines in the World. 


Talking over old times in Idaho, he told me 
that neither Montano nor Idaho ever showed 
anything like the gold in sight in the Klon- 
dike mines. He said there will be more gold 
taken out of this Yukon country than ever 
bas been taken out of all the States together. 
Of course, they all say that they are the 
richest in the world, and that they are prac;, 
tically exhaustiess, but they advise men to 
keep away if they are not miners. It is to 
our interest to have a great rush this way, 
but I don't want weak men of any sort he 
This is no place for a man who knows noth 
ing about mining’ Only miners, and sound 
good miners at that, should come to tie 
Klondike. *

Gage ought to meet his wife about today, 
‘providing there have been no mishaps: The 
Indian I brought with me will be used as a 
guide over the Chilkoot next March. Yes, 
the gold there is practically inexhaustible. 
There are millions of tons of this black 
dust, which is saturated with gold. If the 
cyanide of potassium process can get it 
out the stocks of new gold added to the 
world’s supply will surpass any find in the 
history of the world. I picked up two nice 
claims on a stream above the Klondike 
which panned out $300 for a day’s work. 
People up there turn up their nose at 20- 
cent “ pans.“ There is room for everybody 
providing they can get food in.” 


TERRIBLE TRIP THROUGH PASS. 


Samuel C. Dunham, Sent North by La- 
bor Department, Tells of the Ter- 
rors of Travel in Alaska. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 18.—The follow- 
ing letter has just been received from Sam- 
uel C. Dunham, statistical expert of the 
government's department of labor, who had 
been assigned by Commissioner Wright to 
make an investigation of the opportunities 
which the gold regions in the Yukon Valley 
and adjoining territory afford for the re- 
munerative employment of American labor 
and capital: 

Lake Lindeman, Alaska, Aug. 26, 1897.— 
Commissioner of Labor, Washington, D. C.— 
Sir: I left Dyea Monday morning at 11 
o’clock and arrived here Tuesday evening 
at 7. My four Indians started ahead of me, 
but I have not seen anything of them since 
the start and am waiting for them here. 
When I reached the foot of the summit a 
terrible storm was raging on the pass, and 
I presume the Indians went into camp some- 
where on the other side to await better 
weather. It has been storming—rain, sleet, 
and snow alternating—constantly on the 
summit since Tuesday morning and the sit- 
uation is aggravated by a piercing wind of 
thirty miles velocity. I had an awful ex- 
perience coming across the summit. I start- 
ed out with my handbag strapped on my 
back, thinking that as it weighed only forty 
pounds I could carryit. I managed to strug- 
gle along to the head of navigation for 
canoes, six miles from Dyea, and was there 
forced to employ an Indian packer, paying 
him §10 to carry my grip to Sheep Camp, 
twelve miles from Dyea. 

“I spent the night at Sheep Camp, which 
is merely a collection of tents, and started 
for the summit at 8 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing in a drizzling, cold rain. I employed a 
packer to carry my grip from there to Lake 
Lindeman, paying him $16. At the foot of 
the summit we met perhaps a hundred In- 
dian and white packers who had cached 
their packs on the trail above and were re- 
turning to Sheep Camp to await an abate- 
ment of the storm. We were warned that 
it was dangerous to attempt to get over, 
but as the wind was blowing the way we 
were going, we decided to go ahead, as I 
felt sure my packers had gone on, and I 
wished to be here when they arrived. The 
distance from the foot of the summit to the 
top is said to be three-quarters of a mile, 
but it seems like five miles. The trail as- 
cends at an angle of forty-five degrees, 
skirting precipices, where a misstep would 
hurl one a thousand feet below, crossing the 
face of glaciers as smooth as glass, and in 
many places traversing the polished sur- 
face of great granite bowlders hundreds of 
feet in extent. Every hundred yards or so 
mountain torrents, fed by the glaciers, and 
on the present occasion augmented by the 
rainfall, rush across the trail and have to oe 
waded, the water often coming to the knees. 
Add to this a gale blowing fifty miles an 
hour, with sleet and snow rushing hori- 
zontally through the air and the tempera- 
ture at thirty degrees, and you will havea 
faint idea of the horrors of my passage 
across the summit. After struggling up a 
steep ascent of twenty-five or thirty feet I 
would be forced from sheer exhaustion to 
rest for a moment, but would scarcely stop 
before the chilling wind would cut me to the 
marrow, and I would have to continue my 
course to keep from chilling to death. Be- 
fore I reached the summit I was wet to the 
skin and my boots were full of water, and 
the added weight of the water made it al- 
most impossible to proceed. 

“T finally reached this camp, At the head 
of Lake Lindeman, about 7 o'clock in the 
evening, having been eleven hours in cov- 
ering twelve miles, so exhausted tha‘ I 
could scarcely drag one foot after the other. 
I had a letter from a friend to a gentleman 
who is in camp here, and I was kindly re- 
ceived by him and made as comfortable as 
possible in his tent. As my Indians had not 
arrived I had no change of underclothing, 
and was forced to accept his offer of a suit 
of warm, dry underelothing. and these, sup- 
plemented by half a teacupful of rum, 
brought some warmth back to my body. I 
remained in bed all day yesterday, too thor- 
oughly worn out to move. I had some fear 
of pneumonia, but, with the exception of 
some soreness, am feeling fairly well this 
morning.“

Problem of the Revenue. 

There has been an earnest effort on the

If the new bill had not been pending 
no? one dollar of this $100,000.000 would

Avoided the New Tariff. 


But there has been a large loss of revenue 
by the importation of merchandise like 
wool, free of duty under the tariff of 1894, 
and dutiable under the new tariff, and of 


is increased by the new tariff; this loss is 
absolute and is estimated at nearly $10,- 
000,000. 

In short, in order to correctly estimate the 
revenue producing qualities of the new 
tariff, even for the present fiscal year, there 
should be added to the actual receipts of the 
current year the $32,000,000 received from 
duties paid on anticipatory imports be- 
tween March and July, brought in before 
the usual time, and intended for consump- 
tion during the present fiscal year. 

Then in order to estimate the probable 
revenue for the fiscal year commencing 
next July, there must be added to this the 
absolute loss of revenue by anticipatory 
importations. 

Some idea of the extent to which the 
revenue from customs is now suffering 
from these anticipatory importations, which 
will not be felt the next fiscal year, may be 
gained from an examination of the receipts 
from duties on imports in August and thus 
far in September. Notwithstanding sugar 
and wool were consumed in August to an 
amount tliat would have yielded in that 
month more fhan $5,500,000 revenue from 
these two articles alone, yet no 
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Was imported under the old tariff to avoid 


the new duties. And for several months 
to come there will be no revenue from 
sugar and wool and many other articles im- 
ported before the new tariff became a law 
to avoid the new duties. It is estimated 
that the loss of revenue from anticipatory 
importations under the wool and woolens, 
sugar, silk, manufactures of flax, and to- 
bacco schedules for several months will 
reach nearly $10,000,000 a month. 


Situation to Adjust Itself. 


But by January, and perhaps earlier, the 
stock of sugar and many other articles im- 
ported in advance to avoid the new duties 
will be exhausted by the consumption of 
these imports, and the Treasury will begin 
to receive the revenue demanded.

NCLE SAM bought a new guna while’ 

‘ago and has arranged a small series 

of shooting matches this fall to test 

the excellence of the weapon. The 
xt of. these contests to be held 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
‘old man’s preserves is now taking place at 
‘Fort Sheridan. Like everything else to 
whieh our Uncle turns his hand, it is being 


done on a magnificent scale. No firearms : 


it is as neat and trim a little white city as 
can be imagined and looks but littie like 
a service encampment... The marksmen oc- 
cupy the south half of this small village, 
while the helpers, markers, and range as- 
sistants are across the principal street from 


them. 

The other encampment belongs to the offi- 
cers. It is pitched in the edge of the woods, 
just at the side of the range, and has the 
advantage over the privates’ place of resi- 
dence of being beautifully shaded during 
the hot days. The officers assigned by the 
War department authorities to conduct the 
competition have been carefully selected 
throughout the Department of the Missouri. 
Captain W. V. Richards of the Sixtecnth 
Infantry, the official inspector of small arms 
practice in the department, is in charge of 
the competitions and commands the camp.

The men were all collected and encamped 
last Monday afternoon. Tuesday the 
marksmen were given a grand loaf, while 
the targets, score cards, and arrangements 
were completed by the officers and heipers. 
Wednesday the first firing for prelim nary 
practice began and was kept up Thursday 


when the weather cleared. Friday marked 


rest of any kind. The sitting or kneeling 
position allows the body to be steadied by 
the ground. Sitting is universally chosen 
in this style of firing, the man squatting on 
the ground and resting his elbow on his 
knee, giving a steady aim. In the prone 
position the marksman lies at full length 
with his feet toward the target. The rifle 
muzzle is supported between the crossed 
feet, and the butt is held alongside the right 
cheek by the left hand passed behind the 
head. It is in this extraordinary-lovking 
and apparently awkward attitude the fine 
shooting at the long ranges is done. Half 
of the skill-of the marksmen lies in the judg- 
ment of the force and direction of the wind, 
and small streamers are provided at various 
distances to aid the men in estimating the 
breeze. 

But the greater fun is the skirmish firing. 
Then can be seen in actual fighting manen- 
vers the best of Uncle Sam's picked shots. 
The men are lined up in squads, each with 
a given target to flre at. At the sound of the 
bugle the contestants advance, drop down, 
and fire together, rise, run sideways or back, 
drop, and fire again, and thus behave as if 
in a real engagement. There streneth of 
limb, endurance, and wind count as well as 
steadiness, quickness, and nerve. It is a 
magnificent drill to watch, and one which 
never fails to impress the spectators with 
the real power of Uncle Sam's fighting men. 

Fort Sheridan Range. 

The Fort Sheridan range is located about 
half a mile north of the post. It is a elear- 
ing several hundred yards wide in the heavy 
forest there, and is close to one mile long. 
It extends from the Northwestern tracks 
to the shore of the lake. On the east end 
are built the butts. They consist of a high 
bank of sand extending across the end of 
the range on the lake shore and sur mounted 
with huge signs to number the various tar- 
gets. Down in front of this embankment is 
a low protecting wall of sand and masonry 
only a few feet higher than the ground level. 
It is above this wall the targets are displayed 
for the shooting.

HERE were three men in ‘Chicago who 
were comfortable during the last 
week. One was an East Indian, one

bath artist who had lost his job, and 
had beén obliged to come up into the outer 
world for the first time in years. The rest 
of the population steamed, sizzled, and 
swore. Perhaps the universal suffering in 
this city might have been more heroically 
borne had the public but known it was pres- 
ent and assisting at the breaking of all Sep- 
tember records for heat. 
That is the case. Even in its first fifteen 
days this present Chicago September has 
set the high heat mark for all fall months 
back as far as the records of the United 
States Weather Bureau go. And there are 
other days yet to come. From 1871 up to 
1895 there had not been a September in Chi- 
cago which had produced more than two 
days with official temperatures over 90°. 


sons. But this September, so far, seems to 
be determined to do a little scorching on ifs 
own hook. It left its pacemaker early on 
the first day, and is now farther ahead than 


any previous September known. Unless 
some cool days appear soon the hot gait will 
result in materially raising the future stand- 
ard for the month. This normal tempera- 
ture should vary between 68°and 63° for 
mean temperatures of each day. In reality 
the excess has been as high in one day as 27°.

The shooting on Wednesday and Thurs- 
day was to accustom the marksmen to the 
Fort Sheridan range, and does not count on 
the final results,. It consisted of known dis- 
tance firing at 200, 300, 500, and 600 yards 
and skirmish firing. The 200+yard range is 
the only Known distance where offhand 
shooting is done, five shots being fired stand- 
ing, and five kneeling or sitting. The rest 
of the distances combine sitting shots with 
an equal number made lying prone. The 
skirmish firing which took place on Wednes- 
day requires rapid advancing and retreating

The prevailing breeze at Fort Sheridan is 
from the southwest, and exactly answers 
this description. 

Although it is much too soon to get any 
definite idea of who the best man in the in- 
fantry competition will prove to be, several 
have shown themselves in the first few 
days’ work to be extraordinarily skillful. 
The feature of the tournament so far has 
been the work of a young man from Fort 
Sil, I. T., named John T. Carr. He is a 
private in Company D, Tenth Infantry, and 
has never before been on a target range. 
But he can shoot —-wonderfully well at skir- 
mish work and excellently over the known 
distances—and his first few days’ firing has 
put him among the leaders. Some of the 
other. high-class men in the competition in- 
clude Private James Brennan, Company G, 

Twentieth Infantry; Artificer Peter King, 
Company C, Tenth Infantry; Private James 
C. Leaman, Company G, Nineteenth In- 
fantry; Private George W. Obinchain, Com- 
pany A, Nineteenth Infantry; Private Frank 
Shea, Company B, Fourth Infantry; Pri- 
vate Jacob Muller, Company C, Fourth In-

In the latter year, however, the astonishing 
record of four days over 90° in temperature 
was made, while all Chicago hung its tongue 
out and panted. But this last ten days just 
past—ten days which will remain unfor- 
given until the thermometer registers 20° 
below zero—had no less than five above 0°. 
Are we running to hot falls? is the question 
which is bothering those who watch the 
weather. 

It is a strange fact which makes it look as 
if September was gradually changing its 
character, that the average heat of the 
month has been steadily increasing in recent 
years. From 1871 up to and including 1890 
there were but five September days with a 
heat of over 90°. But since 1880 there have 
already been twelve such days, or in the last 
seven years more than double as many as 
in the twenty years preceding. And it is 
not to be forgotten that there is enough left 
of the present month to make the difference 


still more pronounced. 
Records of Weather Buren. 


But although every man has his own opin- 
ion of the temperature and his own authority 
for confirmation in his record-breaking 
statements, it is the government weather 
bureau that decides bets. Its temperature 
centers are never disturbed to the point of 
producing hallucinations by any degree of 
torridity. It is most unsatisfactory as a 
relief for the people, however, for the offi- 
cial reports always greatly underrate the 
heat shown by the surface instruments. But 
disappointing as its observations are, they 
may be depended upon. 

The Weather bureau awoke to the fact, 
when last Wednesday’s sun began to fairly 
get in its work, that this September is the 
king bee of all hot Septembers since the 
Chicago fire. Already the records are 
broken, and if the month continues to keep 
up its hot pace it is likely that a standard 
or warmth will be set this fall that will last 
until a comet strikes the sun. There is a 
strong belief growing among the officials of 
the bureau, however, that the finish of the 
national golf tournament in the next few 
days will bring a permanent relief and per- 
haps hold down to some extent the month’s 
high average. 

In 1881 there was one September day, the 
5th, which hit 94°, a mark never before 
reached by a fall day within the range of 
the Weather bureau reports. That day held 
its proud position as the hottest of its kind 
until 1893. Then the record was broken by 
the 14th of September with a heat of 95°, 
This figure has not been quite reached this 
month, but a more remarkable thing has

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NEED FOR NEW REVENUE LAW FOR 
ILLINOIS DISCUSSED. 


Members of the Real Estate Board Fa- 
vor the Calling of a Special Session 
ef the Legislature to Take Action— 
How the Other Bill Was Killed—In- 
creased Demand for Property—Res-

Real estate men are greatly interested in 
the proposed plan of calling a special session 
of the Legislature for the purpose of pass- 
ing a new revenue law. They are in hopes 
Governor Tanner will decide to call a special

It is almost impossible to sell a fee 
to an Eastern man or to secure a loan upon 
real estate in Chicago or in other parts of 
the State except at the expense of a great 
amount of explanation. When a capitalist 
sees assessments running from 8 to 10 per 
cent upon the assessed valuation he is fright- 
ened, and it takes a good deal of explanation 
to convince him that the present plan of 

’ HSsessment is such that a total tax levy 
~ of from 8 to 10 per cent is equal to only 1 per 

t upon the real value. 

e one complaint in particular that is 
raised by outside capitalists to the present 
form of assessment is the difficulty of get- 
ting just treatment from Assessors without 
recourse to bribery. Past experience has 
taught them that it is often necessary to pay 
liberally to secure a just assessment, and 
there are many who object to such a course. 
It has come to be a sort of standing objec- 
tion on the part of outside purchasers thac 
a real estate owner cannot be honest and se- 
cure just treatment at the hands of As- 
sessors.

DULL, DECLINING WHEAT MARKET 
SUDDENLY DEVELOPS STRENGTH. 


Liverpool Declines in Sympathy with 
Domestic Markets—Statistical An- 
moumcements Are All Bullish— 
American Wheat Shipments Heavy 
— Some Export Business Done in the 
Local Market—Sharp Breaks in 
Coarse Grain—Provisions Dull, 


During the greater part of the short ses- 
Sion yesterday all of the speculative produce 
markets were decidedly weak in tone. In 
wheat the Barretts were aggresive: sellers 
and the clique showed no particular in- 
clination to support the market. Liverpool 
Was easy, with a decline of 44d to 1%d on 
futures and 4d on spot. The private cable 
advices were to the effect that Liverpool 
Was easy in sympathy with the declines on 
this side. There were further estimates of 
deficiencies in foreign supplies and Robert 
P. Porter, late of the Census Bureau, is 
quoted as saying that the necessities of the 
wheat importing countries are unprecedent- 
ed. Allowing for American exports of 178,- 
000,000 bu, Russian exports of 104,000,000 bu, 
Canadian exports of 24,000,000 bu, and ex- 
ports from Roumania, Bulgaria, and Turkey 
of 40,000,000 bu, there will be a theoretical 
deficiency of about 100,000,000 bu, with Aus- 
tralia, Argentina, and India to hear from. 
Private advices state that conditions in 
Argentina are favorable, but recognize that 
the demand and supply situation will be 
strained if that country does not furnish an 
export surplus of something like 7,000,000 
ars. The statistical announcements yester- 
day were all decidedly bullish. Clearances 
for the week were heavy and for the first 
two weeks of September exports have been 
12,000,000 bu. During the last six weeks 
export clearances have been 30,000,000 bu: 
There were no Argentine shipments last 
week, as against 88,000 bu a yearago. One 
of the latest foreign items is that drought

Antwerp was un- 
changed, while Paris was practically higher.

THIS IS AN OFF YEAR IN MANY OF 
THE STATES. 


New England and New York Will Not 
Have .Yield Enough to Supply the 
Home Demand—Crop in Michigan 
Estimated at One-Fifth to One- 
Fourth the Average — Outlook in 
Missouri Is Fair — Draught Plays 
Havoc with the Fruit. 


The apple crop in New England and New 
York this year is practically a failure. 
These States, which are among the large 
producers, usually ship much of their fruit 
to this market. This year it is expected the 
Eastern dealers will be extensive buyers in, 
the West to make up the shortage in the 
home-grown crop. This is the off year for 
apples in New York. In addition to this the 
heavy rains of last spring washed the young 
buds from the trees, and in some of the 
large producing localities in that State there 
is not an apple on the trees for miles. Mich- 
igan has from one-fifth to one-fourth the 
average yield. 

Summary of the Situation. 

The following is a summary of the pros- 
pective apple crop in the large producing 
States: f 

Michigan — Crop is shortest for years. Estimated 
at 1-5 to K the average yield. Damage general 
throughout the State. 

New York—On year and light crop. Not an ap- 
ple on the trees in some localities. 

Missouri—Proaspects of a large crop. Yield may 
be lesvened by the intense heat. 

Illinois—Drought plays havoe with the big crop 
in Madison, St. Charles, and Calhoun Counties. 
Fruit is unusually fine in quality. 

Ohio—Crop will about equal that of last vear.

Reports in Detail. 


Lansing, Mich., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—Appies 
will be the shortest crop for years. It is estimated 
that there will not be more than one-fifth to une- 
fourth of an average yield. Last year the crop 
was fully 95 per cent of an averagecrop. The fruit 
appears to have been stung by some insect and nas 
been falling badly all summer, never more 80 
however, than now. The damage is general 
throughout the State, no section promising evena 
fair crop. 

Albany, N. V., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—This is the 
off year in New York State for apples. Last sea 
son there was an enormous yield, and as the trees, 
generat speaking, bear only every other year, 

ut a light crop is looked for. Last spring the 
heavy rains washed the young buds from the trecs 
and consequently the crop is much lighter than 
usual in such years. In some localities which 
usually furnish large quantities there is nut an 
apple on trees for miles around. Prices now are 
just double what they were a year ago at this date. 
Commission men say that they will not depend on 
New York State at all this fall for this fruit, but 
will rely entirely on that grown in other States.

Ohio’s Crop. 


Columbus, O., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—The latest 

information concerning the apple crop in Ohio as 
sent to the State Board of Agriculture through its 
correspondents shows varying conditions. Last 
rear the central and northern sections of the 
State had enormouscrops. This year the southern 
part of Ohio is similarly situated. Reports from 
nearly every county south of the National road 
indicate heayy crops of the best variety of winter 
apples, while in the northern section, except in few 
instances, farmers, will not have enough for their 
own use. The blo was heavy everywhere, but 
as soon as the fruit began to form it fell from the 
trees, due, it is believed, to the worms and dry 
weather. The August reports to the Board of Ag- 
riculture show that in the aggregate thousands 
of bushels had fallen during the period from July 
10 to Aug. 10. Advices from the same counties 
are to the effect that this is still going on. The 
counties along the Ohio River appear to be pecul- 
larly favored this year, Brown, Adams. Scioto, 
Lawrence, and Jefferson counties reporting the 
outlook as excellent for a large crop. Secretary 
Fleming is of the opinion that the State as a whole 
will have about the same number of bushels as 
last year, but that the crop will be confined almost 
entirely to the central and southern parts of the 
State. The dry weather has been an important 
factor in the reduction of the harvest.

This is due in the 
first place to the peculiar but positive fact 


| that nearly every countryman who plays 


of short selling. Estimates made by old- 
time speculators tend to show that fully 
three-fourths of the granger operators are. 
buyers. This in itself gives the bucket- 
shop proprietor a big advantage, as he 
knows in advance which side of the mar- 
ket his trade will be on, and is enabled to 
trim his deals accordingly. But by far the 
greatest advantage lies in the opportunity 
whigh an out-of-town clientele affords for 
jugcling prices. Even the sharpest of city 
traders can be given the worst of it oc- 
casionally on quotations, but when a cus- 
tomer is hundreds of miles away from the 


figures, and thus to a degree protect him- 
self against wholesale extortion, but the 
countryman is entirely at the mercy of the 
firm with which he deals and is without 
safeguard or recourse of any kind. 

How Countrymen Are Victimized. 

How is it done? is the question asked 
by men who have been fleeced for years 
without knowing it, and when the th ing is 
laid bare the operation is seen to be 80 
easy and simple that they feel like taking 
a kick at themselves. In the first place 
most bucket-shop trades are made on a

When 
the market goes their way the bucket-shop 
men make money and keep it; when the 
market goes against them the usual plan 
is to make money by suspending busivess 
and keeping the cash which their customers 
may have on deposit with them in the 
shape of margins or ostensible profits. Itis 
almost as impossible to beat a bucket-shop 
as it is to win at a brace” faro game. A 
wise man may get away with a few, bets 
if he is alert and calls for his winnings on 
every lucky deal, but if he plays an open 
protection game and allows his account to 
run he is sure to get the worst of it in the 
end, ° 

That word “game” is used advisedly. 
It smacks of crude gambling, such as flour 
ished on Clark street fifteen years ago, but 
no exception can be taken to it by bucket- 
shop proprietors, for they use it them- 
selves. Reporters for Tus Sunpay TR1B-

When a regular 
Board of Trade broker receives an order 
he executes it on the floor ot the exchange 
at the ruling market price, and has no in- 
terest in the transaction other than to se- 
cure his commission. When a_bucket- 
shop man gets a similar order his sole ob- 
ject is to exhaust his customer's murgin 
and transfer it to his own account. He does 
not place the order on the Board ot Trade. 
He fills it himself, taking the chance of the 
market going his way. In other words, the 
transaction is simply a bet, and the 
bucket-shop man does his best to win the 
money by juggling quotations so as to 
oy out the lamb at the other end of the 
wire. 3

and from head to foot. There is no stagna- 
tion of organic functions from wrong dress- 
ing or wrong living, the body is perfectly 
comfortable and healthy, the mind is happy, 
and there is no reason why she should not 
live for a century longer. 

“Always healthy, always young. Just as 
young as we are healthy, or just as old as 
we are weak and sickly.

Artificially eramped or- 
gons fall into involuntary disease—the re- 
sult of our sin against ourselves. Every 
organ of the body will throw off all the old 
and renew itself if allowed free action, and 
may prolong lte indefinitely.. Growing 
younger every day instead of older, one need 
never die, unless by accident. 

“All diseases send their alarms or signals 
on before, and inherited diseases may also 
be warded off by so changing the conditions 
that there is no place upon which they can 
festen themselves. But the training must 
come from within. No one else can live for 
us, breathe for us; we must do it ourselves.

PLENTY OF MONEY IN KANSAS. 


Debts Are Being Bapidly Paid and the 
Vocation of Calamity Howlers 
Is Played Out. 


That Kansas was not suffering from a 
lack of banking facilities and loanable funds 
was apparent last winter. Since then the im- 
mense wheat crop at high prices, and the ad- 
vance in corn and other farm products, have 
emphasized this condition. Mr. Breidenthal 
of the State Bank commission says he is con- 
tinually receiving letters from smal) banks 
asking whether they have the legal right 
to refuse to accept deposits. Under the law 
enacted last winter no bank may loan more 
than four times the amount of its capital. 
Where many banks have a capitalization of 
$5,000, deposits run up towards $75,000, all 
above $20,000 being surplus above the legal 
limitation of loans. Mr. Breidenthal sabs 
that is general throughout the State in 
towns of but a few hundred or a thousand 
population. He cites an instance out of 
many where a bank with $5,000 capital ina 
town of people has loaned out $20,000 and 
has $44, deposits still remaining and more 
coming in daily. He has notified this and 
other banks that they may refuse deposits 
if they desire. 

After all the talk about a lack of money 
in rural communities, it is amusing to find 
small Kansas banks quite generally “ em- 
barrassed by an excess of funds, and this 
condition is not confined entirely to the rural 
communities, but exists in the larger towns, 
where deposits are piling up far beyond the 
demand for loans. Mr. Breidenthal states 
that while the mortgage debt of the State 
was between two and three hundred million 
dollars in 1890, it is not over forty millions 
now, and the farmers are paying off as fast 
as they can collect on theircrops. Most of 
these mortgages are held by Kansas people, 
and hence the money does not go out of the 
State, as in former years. Mr. Breidenthal 
says: There is some boom in land sales, 
but I hope it wilt not go far.“ With idle 
money piling up in the banks it is difficult 
to see, however, how such a boom is to be 
prevented. 

Much money is going into cattle, and the 
State generally is better stocked with steers 
than for some years. There will be a good 
corn crop and large supplies remain from 
the immense crops of the last two years, 
which encourages farmers to buy cattle to 
feed, and with more money than for the last 
ten or twelve years, and with banks eager to 
loan, it is a poor farmer who is unable this 
season to gather up adew head at least of 
these money-bringing animals. There is a 
tendency in the western third of the State 
to return to the early range business, and 
large aréas are being taken up and stocked 
with breeding cattle. For fifteen years the 
western par of the State was tried in wheat 
and even in corn, though outside of the corn 
area, and later in alfalfa, in comparatively 
small holdings, .but, with the exception of 
the alfalfa fields, the experiments were a 
failure and the lands were largely deserted. 
Now they are being consolidated into the 
old-fashioned cattle ranges, and it is likely 
that the West will breed stock for the east- 
ern counties to fatten. 

Notwithstanding large purchases of cattle 
for feeding and breeding, and much purchas- 
ing of lands, there is an immense fund of 
dle money, and it is still accumulating. 
When the cattle and hogs are marketed in 
fall and winter the surplus will be greater 
than ever. If favorable conditions for next 
season's wheat are reported at that time, 
and prices remain high, it is certain to re- 
sult in a land boom. Men who went through 
the boom of ten“years ago agree with Mr. 
Breidenthal, however, in hoping that it 
will not go far.“ The scars are still fresh 
from that disastrous time, and there is 
scarcely a man im the State who does not 
still feel the effects of it. If a decided land 
boom comes it will de confined to farms. 
The day for city lot excitements and the 
blocking ont of additions has passed in 
Kansas until a new generation comes on the 
carpet, or, or as.one man who came out 
of the last boom in a somewhat mangled 
condition expressed it. until there is a new 
crop of suckers.”—New York Post.

VER since the discovery of gold in 
large quantities in Alaska many 
schemes have been formed to get 
men and baggage to the now gold 
fields, but the plan to sail a lake 

schooner from Chicago to St. Miensel's, 
Alaska, is probably the most unique ot all. 
To voyage by water to the Yukon will neces- 
sitate a trip of 20,000 miles and a period ofr 
nearly six months at sea, cramped up inthe 
comparatively narrow confines of a vessel.

win not be able to get away when the 


schooner starts. Their baggage can be taken 
on board in the river and they can join the 
craft in New York six weeks later. A large 
stock of supplies will be taken in New York, 
but this is not calculated to last all through 
the trip. After the first spasms of seasick- 
ness are over the salt air encourages the 
appetite in a wonderful way, else how do 
sailors subsist on moldy biscuits and salt 
horse for months at a stretch. Such food 
will drive a landsman to suicide. Canned 
provisions have done away with many of the 
food objections for a long salt water voyage, 
but a supply of fresh water must always 
be taken on a sailing ship. Thé salt air and 
salt food also cause thirst, and a person at 
sea drinks large quantities of water. It 
would take nearly a full cargo of water and 
provisions to last a hundred persons six 
months. so some South American port will 
be touched to fill up the casks and the food 
lockers. This may be Rio Janeiro or Monte- 
video, as occasion demands. On the Pacific 
coast other ports will be made for the same 
purpose. While in port time will be given 
the passengers to explore the surrounding 
country a little, and the tedium of a long 
voyage will be broken. 

When the Sturges arrives at San Fran- 
cisco, the gold-seekers can purchase lumber 
to make rafts for use on the rivers. This 
will be carried on deck, but an additional 
charge will be made. Captain Frietsch will 
give instructions as to thé proper method 
of building these rafts. 

Cape Horn, the most dreaded locality in 
the oceans of the world, will be passed in 
This is as near summer as the 
cape ever experiences, which will allow a 
better passage than would otherwise be ex-

The coast of all of South America and more 
than half of North America will be traveled 
along. The dreaded Cape Horn must be 
rounded, as well as Cape Hatteras. The 
voyage will be almost as long as a trip 
around the world in a sailing vessel. 

Lying at its dock at Clark street bridge Is 
the schooner George Sturges, which has 
been purchased by a company for a voyage 
to the Klondike. The company is formed of 
Captain Adolph Frietsch, who crossed the 
Atlantic in the nttie scnooner Nina, singie- 
handed and alone, and A. H. Kremer, a 
young business-man, who knows notaing of 
sailing as yet, but who will accumulate vast 
stores of information before he reaches 
Alaska. These two men have purchased the 
Sturges and are now fitting up its hold for 
the accommodation of men and baggage for 
the long trip. They expect to start for salt 
water Oct. 10, and if all goes well they will 
reach their destination about April 1. 

The hold of the schooner is deep and ca- 
pacious. It is proposed to build a temporary 
deck in it. All space between the decks will 
be used for sleeping quarters for the men. 
Below the false deck the stores and outtits 
will be placed. Accommodations for overa 
hundred men can be arranged here, bunks 
will be placed along the sides and the center- 
board box, but no partitions will be made, 
as they would intertere with the circulation 
of air. 

The officers of the ship will live aft in the 
regular cabins. The schooner will de weil 
manned. Captain Frietsch will command 
and will be assisted by two mates. There 
will be eight men in the forecastie, more 
than the schooner carried when in the lum- 
ber trade. For the culinary department 
there will be two stewards and two cooks. 
The sailors will bunk in the regular fore- 
castle. 

Over the regular hatches in the deck will 
be built scuttles so that the passage of per- 
sons will be permitted in stormy weather 


without flooding the hold by breaking scas. 
The scuttles will also help to ventilate the 


hold when the weather is bad. 

Starting down the lakes in October the 
Sturges will perhaps stop at several of the 
larger lake cities, if the full list of passengers 
is not filled at that time. Then the craft will 
be towed down the St. Lawrence River to 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence. Here a supply of 
fresh water will be taken on board and sai) 
made for New York City. 

It may happen that many persons will de- 
sire to take the trip on the Sturges who 


perienced. Two or three weeks under 
hatches would hardly be a pleasant experi- 
ence for the between-deck passengers. 

The Sturges is one of the best schooners 
in the lake fleet. It was built twenty-four 
years ago, but has always been kept up in 
first-class condition, The name was orig- 
inally the Higgie & Jones and afterwards 
changed to Higgie. When it was later pur- 
chased by Ed E. Ayer, the big cedar mer- 
chant, the name was once more changed, 
the last one being the George Sturges. The

Sturges sailed for Mr. Ayer in the cedar 


trade until it was sold a few days ago. 

The schooner is large and seaworthy. 
While not so beamy or deep as ocean-built 
vessels, it is thought that no difficulty will 
be experienced in the ordinary run of the 
voyage. Although a heavily masted vessel 
and carrying large sails, these can be re- 
duced for heavy weather and the weight of 
spars decreased materially by taking down 
the heavy topmasts in heavy weather. In

the light winds around the equator the craft 
will need all the sail that can be spread. 

Lake schooners have been taken to the 
Atlantic Ocean many times in the past. 
During the early days of the lake marine 
several vessels were taken to salt water, 
and. with the same cargoes on board, crossed 
the ocean. Afterwards these vessels were 
put in the general trade until a cargo back 
to the lakes could be secured. 

Last summer the schooner Starke was 
bought by lumbermen on the Gulf of Mexico 
and started for Galveston last fall. It was 
compelled to winter at Ogdensburg, hew- 
ever, and did not reach salt water until this 
spring. Recently with a cargo of coal on 
board, the Starke was dismasted off Hat- 
teras, and ran back to Norfolk, Va., half 
full of water, for repairs. The Sturges will 
be the first lake-built craft to attempt Cape 
Horn at any season of the year. 

The deck of the Sturges is a busy place 
these days. Many persons go on board 
every day to make inquiries concerning the 
trip, its cost, and other details. The full 
charge for passage, board, and lodging will 
be $200. This includes 1,000 pounds of bag- 
gage. Each man must furnish his own bed- 
ding, which will be an economleal way to 
carry what he will need in the gold fields. 
No liquors will be- allowed on board, and 
all knives and revolvers must be turned over 
to the master of the ship when the owner 
embarks. In this way all quarrels with a 
tragic ending will be avoided, and it will 
prove a wise precaution, for the tedium of 
a long salt water voyage on a sailing vessel 
will bring out more ill humor than many 
years on shore, where a person is able to 
avoid the ones he does not care to meet.

Scheme to Send a Train on 
Runners to Gold Fields. 


PLAN OF CHICAGO MEN. 


Logging Sleighs Adapted to 
Frozen Surface of Yukon. 


HOW THE POWER IS APPLIED 


MONG the thousand and one schemes 
to make money out of the Klondike 
boom in a legitimate way without 
actually taking the gold out of the 
hard Alaskan earth, one of the most 

unique is that hit upon by a party of men 
which will set out for the gold flelds from 
Chicago at the end of October. The expe- 
dition is headed by three partners—the 
inventor, James F. Coniff of Oconto, WIA; 
the business manager, E. L. Kendall of 44 
West Seventieth street; arid old Bill Gilke, 
an experienced miner and w 

The plan is to provide transportation for 
passengers and freight during the eight 
winter months of the year by means of a 
steam sleigh train between Dawson City 
and the mouth of the Yukon. The san- 
guine pioneers will stake their lives upon 
the success of the scheme, for they will 
travel to the Klondike, taking their provis- 
ions with them on the first of their big steam 
sleigh trains. : 

The scheme ig to run the trains on the 
river as far as possible and, when they are 
compelled to leave that unwooded surface, 
to cut their path through the timber lands. 
They will go thoroughly equipped for this 
work and they declare that they expect to 
travel at least 150 miles a day on the aver- 
age. The cars are ordinary box freight cars, 
supplied with stoves and mounted on or- 
dinary logging sleighs, with broad, heavy 
runners. 

Similar to Logging Sleighs. 

These will be twenty feet long and ten 
feet wide. The same kind of sleighs, dragged 
by horses, have been in use in all the cold 
logging districts of this continent for many 
years. In the proposed enterprise, how- 
ever, it became necessary, on account of 
long distances, hardships, and absence of 
fodder, to find a practical substitute for the 
living power of the sturdy 1) horse, 
and here Mr. Coniff’s genius and thorough 
knowledge of machinery were pressed into 
service. 

He has devised a simple engine which looks 
as though it might accomplish what he 
claims for it. It is a longer box car than the 
others, borne upon the same king of runners 
and containing, besides the wood which 
will be used as fuel and which may be re- 
newed from time to time along the route 
from the abundant timber on the way, a 
large boiler, two side exhaust engines, eight 
sprockets with steel chains similar to those 
employed in the bicycle, and two propelling 
wheels in the center. 

These two wheels are the most important 
factors in thé ultimate success of the enter- 
prise, and in them and the frameg upon 
which they are to be hung the clever idea 
of the inventor chiefly Hes.

a time from a crooked faro box takes des- 
perate chances of detection in comparison 
with the bucket-shop operator who manip- 
ulates quotations, It is impossible for the 
daily newspapers to record ull the fluctua- 
tions of the market. The figures given 
are merely those of opening and closing 
and the high and low marks. Comparing 
the bucket-shop quotations with those given 
by the press the victim finds them correct 
so far as they go, and accepts without 
question his loss-as the result of poor judg- 
ment in guessing the turn of the market. 
If he would take the trouble to write to 
some reputable Board of Trade firm he 
could secure a complete set of quotations, 
and then the nature of the operation would 
be glaringly apparent. 

Breaking a dull or inactive market, 80 
as to scoop in the margins of customers, is 
another frequently played trick. The 
bucket-shop owner runs over his orders 
from country agents, and finds he has con- 
tracted to sell 1,000,000 bushels of May 
wheat at 92. If he can put the price down 
to 91% he can rake in $10,000 margin 
money. If the legitimate trade is inactive 
he gives orders to Board of Trade brokers 
to short the market 1.000, 000 bushels, and 
this offering usually has the desired effect. 
Values are broken, the bucket-shop cus- 
tomers are wiped out, and the man with 
whom they are gambling gets their cash. 
Not only this, but he sometimes is able to 
make an additional profit by covering his 
short sales at a lower figure than 92. 

City Traders Also Victimizsed. 

Nor is the countryman the only victim. 
There are men in Chicago and New York 
who daily go against a sort of brace game 
without knowing it. Nearly every city 
bucket-shop is fitted with both telegraph 
and ticker service. Instantaneous quo- 
tations are sent over the telegraph wires 
and the prices made on the Board of Trade 
are known in the bucket-shops as fast as 
electricity can flash them. 
however, there is some little unavoidable 
delay, the ticker quotations being usually 
about one minute behind those sent by tele- 
graph. This is caused by the fact that the 
ticker operators have to first prepare them 
for transmission. It is the ticker figures 
which are marked on the blackboard, and 
from which deals are made. The tclegraph 
prices are for the private information of the 
bucket-shop owner. Thus the telegraph 
may convey the information that wheat is 
at 92 cents. Before the ticker figures are 
received a customer offers to buy 5,000 
bushels, but is told to wait until “ the next 
market.” In a minute the ticker records 
92, and at the same instant the telegraph 
conveys the information that there has 
been a sudden break to 91%, and the order 
is placed at the blackboard quotation, thus 
giving the bucket-shop man a clear gain of 
one-half cent on the trade. If, on the other 
hand, the telegraph should record an ad- 
vance the order will be refused. 


Why Bucket Shops Flourish. 

Why should speculators patronize buck- 
et-shops? Country operators are forced into 
it because the trade in small towns is not 
enough to warrant legitimate Board of 
Trade brokers in maintaining branch 
offices where their only income would be 
the % cent commission. There are some 
heavy operators in the country who keep 
accounts with responsible firms in Chi- 
cago and transact a large business by wire, 
but most of the granger speculators are 
men who jump in and jump out of the 
market two or three times a day, and make 
all their deals on a cash basis, putting up 
their maggin money with each order. They 


‘are misled by the special telegraphic serv- 


ice and posted figures in the bucket-shops 
into thinking that they have an advantage 
Over those who have to wait for private 
advices. 

In Chicago the bucket-shop trade comes 
mostly from men who want to limit their 
losses, or have not the means to place or- 
ders on the board. Legitimate brokers will 
rarely touch an order for less than 5,000 
bushels of wheat, ami on this insist upon a 
2-cent margin, increasing the deposit as the 
market may happen to go dgainst them. 
This requires at least $100 to open a trade, 
and may involve the paying out of $200 or 
$300 more on short notice. All of the 
bucket-shops will take orders for 1,000- 
bushel lots at 1-cent margin, giving the 
speculator a chance to make a trade with 
$10. There are some concerns, like the 
Smith & Perry outfit in Gamblers’ alley, 
that take trades as low as $1. The grada- 
tion of class in customers is sharply 
marked. Men neatly dressed and with 
some ready money begin trading in the 
$10 bucket-shops, They have varying luck 
for a time, but in the end most of them may 
be found dirty, haggard, and with starved, 
pinched faces, chipping in their dimes in a 
pool in order to make up a dollar with 


which to tackle the same game in the cheap 


places.

that even this schedule may be materially 
cut down. 

The project would appear ridiculous were 
it not for the indorsement given it by elec- 
tricians of high standing. ‘Thesc assert the 
project is not only practicable, but the 
speed limit set by the promotors is far be- 
low what can be safely and surely reached 
by the aid of Tesla’s genius in harnessing 
the alternating current. The General Elec- 
tric company has offered to sign a con- 
tract to equip the road and guarantee a 
speed of 200 miles an hour, but the men 
interested in the enterprise say 100 miles 
will serve the public just as well at the 
start, and save a large sum of money, as in- 
crease in speed over a given rate involves 
a corresponding increase in expense of 


equipment and operation. 


Electricians have known for years the 
valuable commercial properties of the 
alternating current, and many efforts have 
been made to secure its application to rapid 
railroading. Tesla is the first man to de- 
vise and perfect a motor which meets the 
requirements in this line. Experiments re- 
cently made on the Old Colony road in 
Massachusetts demonstrate in a convincing 
manner the merit of the alternating current 
when properly applied. Using less than 
three-fifths of the available power a uni- 
form speed of eighty-five miles an hour was 
obtained on the experimental trains. It 
was not considered advisable to increase 
this schedule, owing to local conditions, but 
the railway men and electricians who wit- 
nessed the trials volunteered-the opinion 
that eighty-five miles an hour is far under 
the speed which may be surely and regular- 
ly secured. 


Baltimore and Ohio operating officials 
have also been testing the efficiency of the 
alternating current, as applied by Tesla, 
in the moving of heavily laden freight 
trains, their object being to gauge its econo- 
my of power rather than speed of propul- 
sion. Trains which the most powerful en- 
gines of the company could barely move 
were readily handled by use of the electric 
motor. 

All the third rail elevated roads and 
trolley lines in this country, including those 
in Chicago, are now operated by what is 
known as the direct current. This involves 
a great loss of power, which is overcome 
by the use of the alternating current, mak- 
ing possible not only a wonderful increase | 


| in speed but an important saving in cost of 
operation. 


Merit of Alternating Current. 

Tesla’s efforts for years have been di- 
rected to the solving of the intricate ques- 
tion of how this alternating current could 
be utilized so as to make possible the trans- 
mission for commercial purposes of high 
electric potentials over long distances. 
Nearly all modern dynamos are capable 
of generating an intense degree of energy, 
but it has been impossible to carry it by 
the direct current, the percentage of loss 
in transmission making it a commercial 
white elephant. It isin the handling of this 
problem that the range of Tesla's genius is 
best shown. Other electricians knew how 
to send the high potential over a small wire, 
but when they tried to apply it economical- 
ly they were lost. Tesla stepped in with a 
transformer and motor which do the work, 
and it is these devices the Chicago men in- 
tend to use in running trains from this city 
to New York at a speed of 100 miles an hour. 
And Tesla says they can do it just as easily 
as a boy can spin a top. 

One apparently insurmountable trouble 
has been the power-house problem. Direct 
currents of 500 or 600 voltage require power 
plants within close touch. With alternat- 
ing currents, harnessed by the Tesla sys- 
tem, these power-houses may be fifty miles 
apart, and this distance is even now in a 
fair way of being extended to 100 miles. 
This saves a lot of money which otherwise 
would have to be invested in plants of this 
kind, an item which hitberto has been 
largely influential in keeping investors out 


of the long distance electric railway field. 
It is also now comparatively easy to trans- 
mit 10,000 and even higher voltage with 
much less proportionate loss of energy than 
attends the sending of 300 voltage over a | 
short wire. : 


Construction of the Road. 

It is with full knowledge of these facts, 
and upon the advice of reputable electrical 
experts that Chicago men have taken up 
the project of an elevated line between 
this city and New York. The structure 
will be of steel, and nearly a duplicate in 
construction of the Union Loop, except 
that the roadbed will be only eight feet 
from the ground. It is to be a double- 
track road, of the third-rail model. The 
engineers’ plans, which are now awaiting 


the indorsement of the Board of Directors, 
make the road run in an air line from 
Chicago to Jersey City by way of Buffal 
and Cleveland. There will be no curve: 
to derail trains, and to guard against the 
possibility of cars jumping the rails when 
going at full speed an ingenious contriv- 
ance which locks the wheels to the tracks 
is to be provided. In discussing the merits 
of the new road the President, Lysander 
Hill, said: 

We have chosen an elevated structure 
because it has many advantages over a 
surface line. There are no cattle guards, 
no grade crossings, and practically no limit 
to the speed we may make. The elevated 
road will cost $125,000 a mile, as against 
25,000 for a first-class surface road, but 
this difference will be more than overcome 
in economy of operation and rapidity in 
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handling trains. Besides all this we can 
use the Sprague third-rail system and Tes- 
la’s transformers and motors on an ele- 
vated structure when we could not do so 
on a grade road.” 

Only two stops, between Chicago and 
Jersey City are planned for the fast express 
trains, and these will be at Cleveland and 
Buffalo. There will be no long or heavy 
passenger trains. It is not intended to 
move more than two cars at once, and 
these will be dispatched ag often as the 
traffic demands, every thirty minutes if 
necessary. Going to New York under these 
conditions will be but little more than tak- 
ing a trolley ride to Evanston.

STORIES OF THE MUSICIAN. 


n. F. J. CROWBST of England has 
made a specialty of wfiting on musi- 
cal subjects and something of a rep- 
utation withal, though he is not 
much of a writer. Indeed, he is a 

poor and often a slipshod writer. His books 
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Of his appearance Mr. Crowest writes: 
His face is fairly familiar to most of us. 
We all remember his thoughtful. counten- 
ance and well-shaped head, with its finely 
chiseled features and dark eyes full of the 
fire of genius, the whole set off with a lib- 
eral. gift of hair on the head and face. The 
slender build and highly-strung tempera- 
ment at once arrest the eye; nor can we 
fail to be attracted by the tidily-attired ex- 
terior of the master. Verdi is best seen 
under the ordeal of some operatic triumph. 
Then, through: all the excitement, he re- 
mains what he is—a quiet, calm, modest 
gentleman, one of those intellectual giants 
who scorn to trade upon their.greatness.”’ 


His Shy and Reserved Nature. 


Report has credited Verdi with living the 
life of a recluse, whose only companions 
are two enormous Pyrenean hounds, while 
days are said to be spent by the master in 
his studio, which is shut off from the castle, 
and from which room Verdi is credited with 
emerging only for the 1 of obtaining 
sleep. No one, the wild reports went, was 
admitted save those who came by special 
invitation; so that often a distinguished per- 
sonage would make his way toAhe guarded 
stronghold only to be met by the informa- 
tion that there was no admission.“ 

The foundation for this report is probably 
the shy and reserved nature of the com- 
poser, He has; says Mr. Crowest, “ever 
studiously avoided the public stare,“ ad- 
ding that the artistic temperament, es- 
pecially in a great musician, differs from 
that of the city man and merchant, and pre- 
cludes him from living ostentatiously, often 
vulgarly, or keeping so-called open house. 
All his close artist acquaintances and many. 
@ musical stranger have been visitors or 
guests at either the luxurious villa St. 
Agata or the Genoa Palazzo Doria, and there 
ate many living who could testify to the 
charm and hospitality of the composer at 
nome.“

doing his best work. He lives out of the 
world, but Keeps abreast of the times, and 
even ahead, in his music.

cares little for music in his home and sel- 
dom visits the opera save for business pur- 
poses. ‘At St. Agata’ he wrote'to Filippi, 
the Italian critic, ‘we neither make nor 
talk music; you will run the risk of finding 
a piano not only out of tune, but very likely 
without strings.’ To talk ‘shop’ in Verdi's 
hearing is objectionable to him and no act 
of indiscretion could be greater than the 
one of begging’a musical question or dis- 
cussion. His chief indoor amusement is a 
Fame of cards or billiards with his wife 
and relations. All reading he leaves until 
the evening and this partakes mostly of 
poetry and philosophy.“

ALL SHUN PRUSSIC ACID. 


Among New York Suicides the Poison 
Has Become Unpopular for 
Self-Destruction. 


Twenty years ago the most familiar meth- 
od of suicide was poisoning by prussic acid. 
Last year there were 384 suicides in New 
York, 295 men and 89 women, and of this 
number, as far as the official records of the 
New York Board of Health go, not one used 
prussic acid. All the other poisons which 
are known to the science of medicine and 
can be easily procured were represented in 
the list—arsenic, muriAtic acid, carbolic 
ecid, cyanide of potassium, hydrate of 
chloral, bichloride of mercury, paris green, 
the favorite with female suicides; sarbon 


ROM various sources THe SunpayYy retail, furnish work to 14,000, while the 


TRIBUNB has compiled statistics on 

the number of men and women en- 

gaged in some of the principal trades, 

professions, and general industrial 
occupations in Chicago. Most of these fig- 
ures are furnished by Joseph Greenhut, 
former city statistician, others, such as 
those concerning druggists, physicians, mil- 
liners, and similar callings, were taken from 
the city directory, and the rest were se- 
cured from representatives of various trade 
organizations and others who have made a 
study of the subject. 

Mr. Greenhut’s statistics were gathered 
when Chicago was accredited with a popu- 
lation of only 1,200,000, and in bringing them 
up to date due allowance has been made for 
the increase to 1,800,000 people, which is now 
generally accepted as the legitimate popu- 
lation of the city. The available statistics 
are not classified so as to bring out strongly 
the numerical strength of many callings 
which are of importance in the commercial 


| world, the persons engaged in them being 


enumerated in a general way with other 
lines. There is, for instance, no distinct 
grouping of saleswomen and clerks, as those 
who earn their living in these occupations 
are included under the trade headings with 
which they are identified. Thus under the 
caption of dry goods is given a total of 
26-250 men and women, whic: is the aggre- 
gate of all individuais connected with that 
particular line of business in every capacity. 

In importance of numbers the steam rail- 
ways centering in Chicago rank first, giving 
employment to 39,650 men. Next to these 
come the packing houses and other Stock- 
Yards establishments with a total of 27,200, 
and following these in turn is the building 
and contracting industry, in which 22,500 
men are engaged. Dry goods, wholesale and 
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saloons keep 17,050 busy as proprietors, bar- 
tenders, and porters, The furniture and 
printing trades are important factors in city 
life, 12,000 men being used in each of them. 
The grocery business also furnishes employ- 
ment for 12,000, and 10,000 more earn their 
bread in various ways in the clothing trade. 
Over 6,000 men draw salaries from the city, 
county, and federal governments in Chi- 
cago. In the humble occupation of teaming 
there is a force of 7,000 engaged, and the 
lake commerce exacts labor from 6,000 more. 
There are 4,000 male teachers, 4,500 cigar 
makers and dealers, and 3,000 barbers. Luw- 
yers appear to the number of 3,700, and the 
itinerant peddler musters an army of 3,800. 
Telegraphers are 3,100 strong. Besides 
these there are many other occupations in 
which the number of men employed ranges 
from 3,000 down, prominent among these 
being the physicians. 

Of the women the ever-useful and ever- 
maligned domestic shows up strongest with 
25,000 in her ranks. In the dry goods busi- 
ness 12,250 women are employed, most of 
them as saleswomen and clerks. The cloth- 
ing trade keeps 9,725 working as tailoresses, 
and 5,750 women put in their time teaching 
young Chicagoans in public and private 
schools. There are 3,500 girls and women 
engaged as clerks in various governmental 
departments. The dressmakers nuinber 
4,800, and 3,150 are employed in laundries. 
Telephones require the attendance of 2,500 
girls; and 2,490 work at the case as printers 
or labor in binderies. There are 2,480 mil- 
liners. Saloons. strange to say, keep 3,900 
women busy, some of them as barmaids, 
others as waitresses, and a few as cooks 
and charwomen. The women barber is 
much in evidence—there are 750 of her in 
Chicago now, and the number is growing 


fast. Boarding-house keepers count up 
2,380. In the practice of law and serving as 
lawyers’ clerks are 650 women. The strang- 
est feature of all is that 700 women are em- 
ployed as butchers, not in the actual killing 
of beeves, but in attendance upon stands 
where meat is sold. 

There are many strong marks of difference 

between Chicago and New York as regards 
the number of people engaged in specific 
employments. New York, for instance, re- 
ports having over 62,000 domestic female 
servants, while Chicago has only 35,000. 
At a casual glance this might be taken as 
an indication that the Eastern metropolis 
is much larger than this city, but close in- 
vestigation reveals another reason for the 
discrepancy. Chicago housewives are 
stronger, more independent, and better qual- 
ified to grapple with the household duties 
than those of New York, and as a result 
there is a smaller field for the ordinary do- 
mestic. Thousands of Chicago women pre- 
fer to attend to household duties themselves 
rather than trust them toservants. Another 
good reason is found im the fact that girls 
who do not like to work as domestics readily 
find employment in this city in many 
branches of employment which are over- 
crowded and unprofitable in New York. 
It is a curious fact that no reliable up-to- 
date figures on the number of unskilled 
workmen are obtainable. Trades unions 
keep a record of the forces of organized 
labor, but the federal census of 1500, now 
seven years old, is the only known authority 
covering the subject and giving an enumera- 
tion of all kinds of unskilled workers. 

In nearly every calling Chicago shows a 
marked increase over the returns made in 
1890, the gain in many instances being fully 
334% per cent.

The term prussic acid was first appliéd, 
chemists say, to the sesquicyanide of iron, 
the acid of Prussian blue. It was subse- 
quently applied to the protocyanide of iron, 
to the cyanohydric of iron, to the hydroguret 
of benzvle, the essential oil of bitter al- 
monds and of the laurel cherry, and to 
cyanogen, and it may be possible that per-

*‘ prussic acid as a clear and sure cut to 
oblivion from all mundane cares and griefs 
became perplexed at the definition of some 
of the chemists and turned their attention 
to other acids the scientific status of which 
is more clearly defined. And to this reason, 
perhaps, may be ascribed the growing in- 
difference to prussic acid which is shown 
by suicides generally, at least in the City 
of New York, for in Europe, as far as recent 
official figures go, prussic acid retains its 
former popularity, so to speak, as a means of 
self-destruction by suicides, 

The figures of the New York Board of 
Health show that one of the suicides of 1896 
adopted a method of destruction which 
would scarcely entitle his case to the isola- 
tion which the Board of Heaith gives it— 
one Suicide by the use of alcohol. One pe- 
culiar circumstance about suicides observa- 
ble in the last annual report which the Board 
of Health, as such, in the present City of 
New York will make is the fact that though 
the number of male foreigners who commit- 
ted suicide during the year is three times 
greater than the number of native born male 
suicides, there was very little difference be- 
tween the native born and foreign born fe- 
male suicides. Of eighty-nine in all, forty 
were natives of this country and forty-nine 
were foreign born. The number of male 
suicides is usually about three times greater 
han the number of female suicides, but

the same; after that the number of male 
suicides is, of course, much greater.

MADE SHOES SEVENTY YEARS. 


Uncle Jimmy Kincaid Has Spent a Long 


Life on the Bench ” and Served 
His Country Well. 


Plymouth, III., Sept. 17.—[Special.}j— 
Uncle Jimmy Kincaid of Plymouth, III., 
is probably the oldest shoemaker, both in 
point of years and in length of service, on 
the“ bench in the State. Had he worked 
three months longer he would have regis- 
tered an even 70 years at his trade. He set 
the mark at 75 years, but rheumatism in his 
hands compelled him to retire from active 
work last winter, although he is otherwise 
as spry as the proverbial cricket. Uncle 
Jimmy was born in Orange County, New 
York, 86 years ago. He began his appren- 
ticeship to the shoemaker in his native town 
in 1827, and with the exception of four 
years spent in the army worked continuous- 
ly at his trade, until the early part of 1897. 


He once made a pair of boots for Martin Van 


Buren, and further complimented that gen- 
tleman by voting for him for President in 
1836, 1840, 1848. He cast his first ballot for 
Andrew Jackson in 1832. He was in at the 
birth of the Republican party, voting for 
Fremont in 1856, and for every Republican 
He 
served four years in the Thirteenth Illinois 
Cavalry, enlisting after he was 50 years of 
age, and going to the front with three sons, 
all of whom served under the Stars and 
Stripes to the end of the struggle. Mr. 
Kincaid came to Illinois in 1859. He was 
at one time in affluent circumstances, but 
in late years his earnings at the bench, and 
the $24 a month which a generous govern- 
ment gives him, have alone kept the wolf 
from the door.

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PALMS THAT ENDURE 


Decorative Plants Now Made 
to Keep Indefinitely, 


DISCOVERY OF A GERMAN, 


External Bath and Injection in 
Stem Stop Decay. 


APPEAR AS IF GROWING, 


ECAUSE she lacks a “ knack of 

making things grow” is no longer 

a reason why the modern housekeeper 

should not have her rooms decorated 

with beautiful palms and ferns in the 

latest style that fashion dictates. With the 

progress of science has come a victory over 

Dame Nature in respect to the keeping of 

many kinds of green stuff, and the services 

of the good old body are no longer required 

to aid in the attractive effects furnished to 
dwellings by plants. 

Palms, ferns, grasses, ivies, smilax, and 


even flowers can now be secured—not ar- 


tificial, for the manufactured kinds are 
easily detected as cheats—but lifeless and 
permanent. These everlasting plants once 
grew, beyond any question, but now, with- 
out having in the least lost their colors, 
luster, or appearance of health, they exist 
just as well in dark corners, lighted only 
by a lamp, or thrive as greatly in a base- 
ment under incandescent beams, as in the 
full glare of the life-giving sun, And they 
need no attention or watering. 

It is needless to say these curious samples 
of vegetation are a lasting boon to the mod- 
ern mistress of a house. She need no longer 
keep her conservatory, or even a bay win- 
dow specially devoted to the use of growing 
things in order to be able to decorate her 
rooms with tropical vegetation on extra oc- 
casions. Instead of earth, trowels, water- 
ing pot, and unlimited sunlight, it is enough 
for her nowadays to keep a feather duster, 
Such is the result of modern chemistry. 

Discovery a Secret. 

How these new household decorations are 
prepared is a profound secret. It is the dis- 
covery of a German named A. C. Schmidt, 
who ts the head gardener to the Emperor at 
Erfurth, Germany. After many years of 


experiment he discovered a preparation . 


which would make palms keep indefinitely »& * 


without impairing their looks, and at once 
proceeded to make his discovery of co 
mercial value. For three or four years no 
the company which was formed to take hok 
of the scheme has been at work abroad, and 
has just reached the point of its operations 
when dt is beginning to supply the United 
States with the novelty. 

So far the main commercial use of the new 


method of plant embalming has been put 


almost entirely to preparing palms. for 
house decorations, but experiments have 
been made and are still being carried on 
with all other kinds of decorative vegeta- 
tion. Smilax, ferns, and grasses have been 
found to respond to the treatment remark- 
ably well, and are now being sold with the 
palms. Other plants of handsome forms 
have also been tried, and some considerable 
success has been reached even with flowers. 
Whether or not these latter will be finally 
made everlasting is still somewhat urcer- 
tain, as a considerable modification of the 
process has to be employed. But the in- 
ventor expresses perfect confidenceat some 
future date to be able to sell flowers made 
perfectly permanent, which will be deficient 
to the growing article only in point of odor. 
Special Palm Plantations. 

For this growing industry of preparing 
plant decorations for the fashionable world 
it has been found necessary to start several 
palm plantations in various parts of the 
tropics. In Java, Africa, and the Bast In- 
dies farms have been established 
entirely to raising the best plants for scene 
purposes. 
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Even with this aid it has been 
found almost Impossible to procure enough — 
palms to keep pace with the foreign demand.

glittering allurements are being already 
held up in this connection—there is the 
promise of fast time, avoidance of delay by 
washouts and other accidents incident to 
ordinary roads, and a cheapening of trans- 
portation charges. It is further contended 
that this line will enable grain to be moved 


from the Mississippi Valley to Liverpool at 


prices which will destroy the competition 
of South America, Australia, and India, 
and give a healthy stimulus to the indus- 
tries of this country. 

In addition to a general railway business 
the company intends to operate a telegraph 
and telephone system by stringing wires 
under the elevated structure, which it is 
asserted can be done at small expense com- 
pared with the cost of methods uow in 
vogue. 

Authority for the construction of this 
road was given by the Illinois Legislature 
in a charter granted June 29, 1895, and 
providing for an issue of $200,000,000 in 


stock and $100,000,000 in 5 per cent gold 


bonds, the Equitable Trust company being 
trustee under the mortgage. The officers 
of this company say they know nothing 
about the railway scheme aside from: the 
fact that their corporation is to act as 
trustee. :

Dr. Whitwellis 
not only practicing medicine, but he is a 
druggist, and as a side attraction he is a 
member of the School board and Mayor of 
Salmon City, a pretty town of 1,500 souls, 
situated on the Salmon River, in the north- 
eastern part of Idaho. He has lived there 
ten years and he knows the trials and rribu- 
lations of the forlorn bachelors who are 
aching to become benedicts. 

The greatest difficulty in Idaho is to keep 
a supply of schoolma’ams,” said the doctor.

marry forthwith. She generally accepts 
one of these proposals, resigns as teacher, 
and leaves the schoolroom for the hymeneal 
altar. 

“tT will give an illustration that came 
under my own. observation. A charming 
young lady, Miss Busch, came from Iowa to 
tea h in the public school at Givensville, 
Idaho. Before she was there three montus she 
was engaged to a prominent man of the 
town, and at the close of the school term 
they were married. Her sister came to teach 
the next school year. When the term was 
half over this sister resigned and married, 
and sent for another unmarried sister to 
take her place as teacher. The third Miss 
Busch taught in the school the latter half 
of the term, but three days after the term 
closed she was married to a business-man 
of the town. 

Now, that’s the trouble a school trustee 
has in trying to keep a supply of lady 
school teachers on hand. Some business- 
man or wealthy miner or ranchman comes 
along and captures every one.
